Dear  Supervisor  Gonzalez  and  Members  of  the  Finance  Committee: 

Transmitted  herewith  is  the  Budget  Analyst's  report  on  the  1992  Mayor's  Office  of 
Housing  and  Community  Development  (MOHCD)  recommendations  for  the  1992 
Community  Development  (CD)  budget.  This  CD  budget  is  the  authorizing  document 
to  expend  the  City's  1992  Community  Development  Block  Grant  (CDBG)  from  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  (HUD).  Total  Community 
Development  (CD)  funds,  expected  to  be  available  to  San  Francisco  for  1992, 
approximate  $18,834,375.  This  amount  would  be  $459,375  more  than  the  final  1991 
CD  allocation  of  $18,375,000.  However,  in  addition  to  the  $18,834,375  in  1992  CDBG 
funds,  the  proposed  legislation  would  approve  the  use  of  carryforward  monies  of 
$759,160  in  prior  years'  CDBG  funds  and  $500,000  in  contributions  from  the  San 
Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency.  Therefore,  the  1992  CDBG  program  proposed  by 
the  MOHCD  is  $20,093,535  including  $120,379  in  contingencies.  If  any  additional 
funds  are  allocated  by  HUD  for  the  1992  CDBG  Program,  such  funds  would  be  placed 
in  the  CD  Contingency  Fund  and  allocated  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  and  the 
Board  of  Supervisors. 

We  have  reviewed  each  of  the  MOHCD  funding  proposals.  The  Budget  Analyst  is 
making  recommendations  to  approve  $18,122,897  of  the  MOHCD's  proposed  1992 
CDBG  Program  of  $20,093,535.  The  Budget  Analyst  is  recommending  that  reductions 
be  made  in  the  amount  of  $218,435  from  the  MOHCD's  proposed  1992  CDBG  Program 
and  is  making  no  recommendations  on  new  programs  and  increases  in  existing 
programs  totalling  $1,752,203,  since  such  new  programs  and  increases  in  existing 
programs  are  considered  to  be  policy  decisions  for  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Further, 
the  Budget  Analyst  is  recommending  that  $1,213,465  in  new  or  reprogrammed 
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carryforward  funds  be  approved  but  reserved.  In  addition,  the  Budget  Analyst  has 
identified  $307,700  in  revenues  that  are  needed  to  fund  MOHCD  administration  costs 
which  are  not  included  in  this  legislation.  Separate  legislation  should  be  submitted  to 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  include  $191,700  in  Mortgage  Bond  Program  fees,  $32,000 
from  the  Housing  Development  Fund,  $4,000  from  the  Non  Profit  Performing  Arts 
Loan  Program  and  $80,000  from  an  amended  1991-92  San  Francisco  Redevelopment 
Agency  budget. 

The  basis  for  the  recommended  reductions  and  reserves  are  detailed  in  the  attached 
report.  Any  funding  reductions  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  could  be 
reallocated  to  other  Community  Development  projects  provided  that  Federal 
guidelines  for  the  expenditure  of  such  CDBG  funds  have  been  met.  As  noted  in  Table 
IV  of  the  attached  report,  as  of  the  writing  of  this  report,  certain  CD  agencies  have 
filed  a  current  annual  economic  statement  with  the  City.  Some  agencies  have  not  yet 
filed  their  statement.  Each  agency  must  file  this  annual  economic  statement  before 
it  can  be  allocated  its  final  funding. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  MOHCD  staff  for  their  cooperation  in 
providing  the  information  needed  for  the  preparation  of  this  report.

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INTRODUCTION 


The  proposed  legislation  (File  79-91-2)  would  approve  the  Mayor's  1992 
Community  Development  (CD)  budget  and  authorize  the  Mayor  to  apply  for,  accept 
and  expend  an  estimated  $20,093,535  in  Community  Development  Block  Grant 
(CDBG)  funds  from  the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  (HUD) 
consisting  of  $18,834,375  in  new  entitlement  funds,  $759,160  from  carryforward 
funds  from  prior  years  and  $500,000  contributed  from  the  San  Francisco 
Redevelopment  Agency  program  income  account.  In  addition,  an  estimated 
$23,973,000  in  CDBG  program  income  is  to  be  expended  by  the  San  Francisco 
Redevelopment  Agency.  The  Mayor's  proposed  CDBG  program  for  1992  provides 
funding  for  181  programs  and  agencies. 

The  Mayor  has  submitted  a  1992  budget  for  CD  agencies  totaling  $44,066,535 
($20,093,535  in  new  and  reprogrammed  funds  and  $23,973,000  in  anticipated 
program  income).  The  City's  final  actual  CDBG  entitlement  has  not  yet  been 
determined  by  HUD.  Preliminary  reports  from  HUD  indicate  that  the  City's  1992 
CDBG  entitlement  would  be  $18,834,375  or  $459,375  more  than  the  final  1991 
allocation  of  $18,375,000.  However,  by  using  a  carryforward  of  $759,160  in  1991  and 
prior  years  unencumbered  CDBG  funds  and  the  transfer  of  $500,000  from  the  San 
Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency,  a  total  estimated  1992  CDBG  program  of 
$20,093,535  including  $120,379  in  contingencies  was  developed  by  the  Mayor's  Office 
of  Housing  and  Community  Development  (MOHCD).  The  1992  CDBG  program  will 
begin  on  January  1,  1992  and  will  end  on  December  31,  1992. 

The  amount  of  unencumbered  funds  from  CDBG  appropriations  in  previous 
years,  1983-1990,  currently  totals  $7,272,268.  Excluding  the  $759,160  in  carryforward 
funds  transferred  to  the  1992  CDBG  program,  the  amount  of  unencumbered  funds  is 
reduced  to  $6,513,108.  Additional  unexpended  funds  will  be  available  as  the  1991 
CDBG  program  year  is  completed.  If  these  funds  are  not  expended  for  their  original 
purpose,  they  could  be  reprogrammed  to  supplement  1992  CDBG  allocations.  CDBG 
funding  levels  since  1975,  the  status  of  unencumbered  funds  from  1983  through 
1990,  a  summary  of  City  CD-funded  employments  and  a  list  of  non-profit 
corporations  which  have  filed  an  Annual  Economic  Statement  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  are  shown  at  the  conclusion  of  this  report  in  Tables  I,  II,  III 
and  IV.  The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  stipulates  that  every  non-profit 
organization  receiving  funding  through  the  City  and  County  must  file  an  annual 
economic  statement  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Based  on  our  review  and  analysis  of  the  proposed  1992  CDBG  programs,  the 
Budget  Analyst  is  recommending  that  of  the  $20,093,535  proposed  budget.  $18,122,897 
should  be  approved  and  that  reductions  totalling  $218,435  be  made.  The  Budget 
Analyst  is  making  no  recommendations  on  new  programs  and  program  increases 
in  existing  programs  totalling  $1,752,203,  as  such  new  programs  and  program 
increases  are  policy  decisions  for  consideration  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
Additionally,  the  Budget  Analyst  is  recommending  that  $1,213,465  in  new  or 
reprogrammed  carryforward  funds  be  reserved.  Also  a  total  of  $307,700  has  been 
identified  in  this  report  as  offsetting  revenues  to  fund  MOHCD  administration  costs 
which  are  not  included  in  this  legislation.  Separate  legislation  should  be  submitted 
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to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  include  $191,700  in  Mortgage  Bond  Program  fees, 
$32,000  from  the  Housing  Development  Fund,  $4,000  from  the  Non  Profit  Performing 
Arts  Loan  Program  and  $80,000  from  an  amended  1991-92  San  Francisco 
Redevelopment  Agency  budget. 

Any  reductions  to  the  1992  MOHCD  proposed  CDBG  budget  which  are 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  could  be  used  to  support  other  CDBG  eligible 
activities,  or  could  be  placed  in  a  CDBG  Contingency  Fund.  Specific 
recommendations  of  the  Budget  Analyst  are  detailed  in  the  following  summary  table 
(Summary  of  Requests  and  Recommendations)  beginning  on  page  3.  These 
recommendations  are  supported  in  the  narrative  sections  of  this  report  (Sections  I 
through  XVIII).

A  Housing  Development  Corporation  (HDC)  is  a  community-based 
nonprofit  agency  providing  housing  development  services  under  contract  with  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  A  HDC  works  as  an  independent  contractor, 
and  not  as  an  employee  or  an  agent  of  the  City.  HDC  agencies  perform  all 
marketing,  screening,  loan  application  preparation,  construction  and 
rehabilitation  monitoring  and  rent  increase  limitation  monitoring  as  specified  by 
the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  (MOHCD).  Where 
appropriate,  HDC  agencies  also  provide  inspection,  information  on  building 
conditions  and  rehabilitation  cost  estimates  to  property  owners. 

For  1992,  MOHCD  is  recommending  that  $1,506,458  be  allocated  to  seven 
HDCs  for  administrative  expenses  as  follows:

Under  the  1992  MOHCD  proposed  CDBG  budget,  six  of  the  seven 
corporations  which  received  1991  CDBG  funding  would  receive  increased  CDBG 
funding  allocations  -  Asian,  Inc.,  Bernal  Heights  Community  Foundation, 
Chinese  Community  Housing  Corp.,  Housing  Conservation  and  Development 
Corp.,  Mission  Housing  Development  Corp.  and  Tenderloin  Neighborhood 
Development  Corp. 

CDBG  administrative  funds  for  HDCs  are  primarily  for  staff  expenses  and 
other  operating  expenditures.  These  funds  are  not  intended  to  be  used  for  capital 
projects  or  site  acquisition.  Funding  for  capital  expenditures  is  provided  from  two 
other  funding  pools,  the  Community  Housing  Rehabilitation  Loan  Program  and 
the  Housing  Site  Acquisition  Program.  Both  funding  pools  are  implemented  by 
the  HDCs.  MOHCD  recommends  that  in  1992,  $1,360,000  be  approved  for  the 
Community  Housing  Rehabilitation  Loan  Program  (CHRP)  and  $2,000,000  be 
approved  for  the  Housing  Site  Acquisition  Program.  The  combined  private 
housing  development  budget  for  1992,  including  the  administrative  cost  of  HDCs, 
the  Community  Housing  Rehabilitation  Loan  Program  and  the  Housing  Site 
Acquisition  Program  is  $4,866,458  . 

During  the  last  five  years,  each  of  the  HDCs  for  which  MOHCD  has 
recommended  funding  have  received  additional  funding  from  a  variety  of  sources, 
including  private  foundations,  State  and  Federal  grants  and  other  revenues  from 
the  City,  comprised  primarily  of  CDBG,  CHRP  and  Housing  Site  Acquisition 
funds,  Office  of  Affordable  Housing  Production  Program,  Private  Industry 
Council  and  Hotel  Tax  funds.  The  total  CDBG  revenues  available  to  the  HDCs, 
since  1987,  is  detailed  in  the  attachment  to  this  Section. 

The  total  CDBG  funding  of  $1,506,458  for  1992  administrative  expenditures 
for  HDCs  would  provide  an  increase  of  $36,869,  or  2.5  percent  greater  than  the 
1991  CDBG  allocation  of  $1,469,589  amounts  received  by  the  HDCs. 

Comment 

For  the  1992  CDBG  budget  allocation  for  housing  programs,  MOHCD 
proposes  to  increase  overall  funding  for  housing  administration  by 
$36,869  or  2.5  percent  over  the  1991  allocation.  MOHCD  has  proposed 
increases  in  funding  for  six  of  the  seven  corporations  which  received 
CDBG  funding  in  1991,  as  mentioned  above,  to  provide  cost  of  living 
increases.

Asian  Neighborhood  Design  (AND)  provides  professional,  technical  and 
architectural  assistance  to  affordable  housing  developers  throughout  the  City, 
primarily  to  the  City's  Housing  Development  Corporations.  AND  also  provides 
housing  counseling,  educational  workshops  and  technical  assistance  to  tenants 
and  private  owners,  resulting  in  building  improvements  without  the  use  of  City 
monies.  During  1992,  AND  proposes  to  provide  8,500  hours  of  technical  assistance 
leading  to  affordable  housing  through  renovations  and  feasibility  studies  of 
buildings.  For  comparison  purposes,  AND  provided  3,505  hours  of  technical 
assistance  for  the  period  February  1,  1991  through  June  30,  1991.  AND  also 
proposes  to  continue  coordinating  its  program  with  the  Chinatown  Resource 
Center  and  the  Asian  Law  Caucus.  Combined,  these  three  agencies  expect  to 
reach  2,000  residents  through  group  presentations  on  fire  and  seismic  safety  and 
housing  and  legal  issues,  and  provide  individual  assistance  to  approximately  250 
community  residents.  The  $280,000  proposed  CDBG  funds  represent  9.3%  of  the 
organization's  total  budget  of  $3,021,750  for  1991. 

Recommendation 

Approve  the  proposed  funding. 


Catholic  Charities  of  San  Francisco  -  $31.571 

Catholic  Charities  of  San  Francisco  plans  to  maintain  and  expand  their 
existing  housing  counseling  program  which  serves  low  and  moderate  income 
households  City-wide  with  particular  efforts  to  serve  the  Spanish-speaking 
community  and  low-income  seniors  and  families.  In  1991,  the  program  proposes 
to  serve  a  total  of  950  households  by  providing  counseling  and  information  support 
and  referral  services  on  such  issues  as  tenant  eviction  rights,  illegal  rent 
increases,  housing  laws  and  residential  repairs  and  maintenance. 

The  proposed  MOCD  allocation  of  $31,571  would  fund  one  position.  The 
amount  of  $31,571  is  $3,051  more  than  the  Catholic  Charities'  1991  allocation  of 
$28,520,  and  would  be  used  to  pay  for  a  cost  of  living  adjustment.  The  $31,571 
represents  51  percent  of  this  housing  counseling  program's  total  projected  1991 
operating  budget  of  $61,947,  sponsored  by  Catholic  Charities  of  San  Francisco. 

Recommendation 

Approve  in  the  amount  of  $28,520.  Approval  of  the  proposed  increase  of 
$3,051  in  funding  is  a  policy  decision. 
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Coalition  for  Low  Income  Housing  (CLIH)  -  $25.000 


MOCD  proposes  to  add  the  Coalition  for  Low  Income  Housing  to  the 
Housing  Counseling  and  Technical  Services  budget  for  1992.  CLIH  proposes  to 
provide  counseling  to  residents  receiving  Federal  Section  8  housing  assistance 
and  owners  of  buildings  subject  to  Section  8  housing  subsidies.  According  to  Mr. 
Joe  LaTorre  of  MOCD,  the  proposed  program  by  CLIH  is  intended  to  address  the 
expiring  use  issue,  in  which  owners  of  buildings  that  received  Federal  assistance 
to  construct  or  rehabilitate  the  building,  usually  in  the  form  of  low  interest  loans, 
can  elect  to  stop  providing  low  income  housing  once  the  loans  are  retired. 

CLIH  intends  to  train  15  volunteer  counselors  who  will  provide  assistance 
to  120  households  in  obtaining  annual  rent  certifications  and  preventing  illegal 
rent  increases  and  illegal  evictions.  The  proposed  $25,000  would  represent  35.2% 
of  the  total  program  budget  proposed  by  CLIH.  The  remaining  funds  would  be 
obtained  from  private  foundations. 

Recommendation 

Approval  of  the  proposed  new  program  is  a  policy  decision. 

Community  Design  Center  (CDC)  $85.000 

CDC  proposes  to  provide  housing  assistance  services  to  conserve  existing  or 
construct  new  housing  for  low  to  moderate  income  families  living  in  the  Potrero 
Hill  neighborhoods.  CDC  intends  to  prepare  proposals  for  two  new  developments, 
assist  in  the  purchase  and  rehabilitation  of  one  building,  and  provide  outreach 
and  assistance  to  at  least  75  households. 

This  program  was  budgeted  for  $25,000  in  1991  under  MOCD's  Housing 
Program  Administration.  MOHCD  decided  to  move  this  program  into  Housing 
Counseling  and  Technical  services.  The  proposed  allocation  of  $85,000  would 
represent  28.3%  of  the  total  program  budget  of  $300,100  proposed  by  CDC.  The 
remaining  funds  would  be  obtained  from  private  sources,  as  well  as  the  State 
Government. 

Recommendation 

Approve  the  proposed  funding  of  $25,000.  Approval  of  the  increase  of  $60,000 
is  a  policy  decision. 

Independent  Bousing  Services  QHS)  -  $130,000 

The  Independent  Housing  Services  provides  services  to  increase  the 
number  of  housing  units  available  to  disabled  San  Franciscans,  particularly  those 
of  low  and  moderate  income.  Specifically,  this  program  (1)  directs  counseling  and 
placement  of  disabled  persons  into  accessible  housing;  (2)  provides  technical, 
architectural  and  financial  assistance  to  individuals  requiring  home  modification 
for  accessibility;  and    (3)  provides  technical  and  design  services  to  architects, 
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developers  and  builders  developing  new  or  rehabilitated  accessible  or  adaptable 
housing.  All  services  are  offered  on  a  City-wide  basis. 

The  MOCD  has  proposed  that  IHS  receive  $130,000  in  1992.  This  amount  is 
the  same  as  the  funding  received  in  1991.  In  addition  to  this  CD  funding  for  1991, 
IHS  will  receive  approximately  $218,000  in  private  and  public  grants,  and 
corporate  donations  for  a  total  projected  funding  of  $348,000. 

Recommendation 

Approve  the  proposed  funding. 


Independent  T.iviny  Resource  Center  -  $30.450 

The  Independent  Living  Resource  Center  (ILRC)  provides  housing 
counseling  to  low  and  moderate  income  San  Franciscans  that  are  at-risk 
individuals  with  psychiatric  disabilities.  The  organization  also  provides  a 
revolving  loan  fund  for  rental  and  security  deposits  for  these  people.  The  project's 
goals  for  1991  are  to  meet  the  housing  needs  of  260  persons  with  psychiatric 
disabilities  through  shared  housing  and  supportive  services  assistance. 

The  MOCD  has  proposed  a  1992  allocation  of  $30,450  which  represents 
approximately  5.25%  of  ILRC's  total  1992  budget  of  $579,799.  ILRC  receives  funds 
from  the  Federal  Department  of  Education  ($65,861),  State  Department  of 
Rehabilitation  ($232,350),  private  foundations  ($126,100),  and  the  remainder  from 
program  fees  and  special  event  donations. 

Recommendation 

Approve  the  proposed  funding. 


Innovative  Housing  -  $90.000 

Innovative  Housing  provides  a  shared  housing  program  in  which 
Innovative  Housing  leases  existing  residences  for  use  by  low  income,  single 
parent  families  at  risk  of  becoming  homeless.  Innovative  Housing  currently 
manages  17  such  homes  and  proposes  to  add  five  more  homes  in  1991-92. 

Innovative  Housing  originally  received  $90,000  in  CDBG  Housing  Program 
Administration  funds  in  the  1991  program  year.  For  1992,  MOCD  proposes  to 
continue  to  allocate  $90,000  in  CDBG  Housing  counseling  funds  to  Innovative 
Housing.  Innovative  Housing  expects  to  receive  a  total  of  S356,880  for 
administration  and  programming  from  various  sources,  includine  the  $90,000  in 
1992  CDBG  funds  (25.2  percent  of  total). 
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Recommendation 


Approve  the  proposed  funding. 

Legal  Assistance  to  the  Elderly  -  $30.000 

Legal  Assistance  for  the  Elderly  provides  counseling  and  legal  aid  to  elderly 
residents  faced  with  illegal  rent  increases,  evictions,  substandard  housing 
conditions  or  foreclosure.  The  proposed  allocation  would  fund  a  Paralegal  to  serve 
180  seniors. 

In  1992,  Legal  Assistance  to  the  Elderly  expects  to  receive  $102,172  in  State 
grant  funds,  $340,523  from  the  San  Francisco  Commission  on  Aging,  and  $200,686 
from  private  foundations  and  fundraising,  for  a  total  of  $673,381,  including  the 
proposed  CDBG  funding.  The  proposed  allocation  of  $30,000  represents  4.5  percent 
of  their  anticipated  1992  budget. 

Recommendation 

Approve  the  proposed  funding. 


The  San  Francisco  Organizing  Project  (SFOP)  -  $24,000 

The  San  Francisco  Organizing  Project  provides  assistance  to  housing 
tenants  in  developing  strong  housing  tenant  organizations.  For  1991,  SFOP 
proposed  to  facilitate  the  development  of  three  public  housing  tenant 
organizations,  which  would  negotiate  improvements  in  tenant  living 
environment  and  assist  in  long-range  planning. 

This  would  be  the  second  year  that  SFOP  receives  CDBG  funding.  MOCD 
proposes  to  reduce  funding  for  SFOP  from  $48,000  to  $24,000  in  1992,  because  SFOP 
was  unable  to  begin  its  program  until  six  months  into  the  1991  grant  year.  MOCD 
proposes  to  allocate  $24,000  for  six  months  funding  for  1992  to  supplement  SFOP's 
remaining  1991  grant  funds  of  $24,000,  and  therefore  allow  SFOP  to  operate  for  the 
full  1992  grant  year  at  a  total  cost  of  $48,000.  The  funding  would  be  used  to  develop 
tenant  organizations  in  San  Francisco  Housing  Authority  projects. 

Recommendation 

Approve  the  proposed  funding. 
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Self-Heln  for  the  Elderly  -  $50.380 


Self-Help  for  the  Elderly  seeks  to  assist  and  represent  poor  and  disabled 
elderly  people  in  the  Chinatown/North  Beach  area  of  San  Francisco  in  matters 
pertaining  to  the  advancement  of  their  general  welfare.  For  1991,  Self-Help  for  the 
Elderly  requests  CDBG  funding  in  order  to  continue  its  housing  counseling  and 
technical  services  program.  This  service  provides  counseling  and  representation 
to  elderly,  Chinese-speaking  renters.  The  service  may  also  be  used  by  other 
community  organizations  serving  Chinese-speaking  senior  citizens.  The 
program  reaches  approximately  500  new  seniors  each  year. 

The  MOCD  has  proposed  that  Self-Help  for  the  Elderly  receive  $50,380  in 
CDBG  funding  for  1992,  $2,340  more  than  the  $48,040  amount  received  in  1991. 
The  proposed  increase  is  due  to  a  cost  of  living  adjustment.  The  Mayor's  Office  of 
Housing  (MOH)  reports  that  Self  Help  for  the  Elderly  is  the  only  agency  providing 
housing  counseling/assistance  to  seniors  in  the  Chinatown/North  Beach 
neighborhoods.  The  proposed  allocation  would  fund  one  and  one-half  staff 
positions.  Self-Help  for  the  Elderly  projects  that  it  will  also  receive  $953,799  in 
1992,  including  $110,000  in  Private  Industry  Council  funds,  and  $202,255  in  United 
Way  funding.  The  recommended  1991  CDBG  allocation  of  $50,380  represents  3.8 
percent  of  the  organization's  total  projected  operating  budget  of  $1,316,434  which 
includes  various  other  funding  sources. 

Recommendation 

Approve  in  the  amount  of  $48,040.  Approval  of  the  increase  in  funding  of 
$2,340  is  a  policy  decision. 


Tenderloin  Housing  Clinic  -  $87.450 

The  Tenderloin  Housing  Clinic  is  set  up  to  preserve  affordable  housing 
units  in  the  North  of  Market  area.  The  program  seeks  to  accomplish  this  goal 
through  educating  and  counseling  neighborhood  residents  about  their  rights  as 
tenants  under  both  State  and  City  law.  The  Clinic  advises  over  100  tenants  per 
month  on  their  legal  rights. 

In  1992,  the  program  would  receive  $87,450,  which  is  the  same  as  the  1991 
CDBG  allocation.  In  addition  to  CDBG  funding,  the  Tenderloin  Housing  Clinic 
expects  to  receive  approximately  $508,878  from  private  foundations,  programs  and 
lawsuit  settlements  in  1992.  As  a  result,  the  proposed  CDBG  allocation  of  $87,450 
represents  approximately  15  percent  of  the  Tenderloin  Housing  Clinic's  total 
program  budget  of  $596,328. 

An  unencumbered  balance  of  $940  remains  in  the  1990  CDBG  Program  for 
the  Tenderloin  Housing  Clinic  and  can  be  used  to  offset  additional  funds  from  the 
proposed  1992  CDBG  allocation. 
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Recommendation 


Reduce  the  proposed  allocation  of  $87,450  by  $940  as  described  above  and 
approve  the  reduced  amount  of  $86,510.

Community  Housing  Rehabilitation  Program  (CHRP)  -  $1.360.000 

The  CHRP  provides  low  interest  loans  to  assist  in  the  rehabilitation  of 
substandard  housing  for  low-income  owner  occupants  and  renters.  The  CHRP 
offers  deferred  payment  loans  and  amortized  loans. 

The  CHRP  deferred  loan  interest  rates  are  three  percent  for  single  family 
residences  and  six  percent  for  multi-family  residences.  These  loans  are  due  and 
payable  upon  sale  or  transfer  of  the  property  or  after  ten  years,  whichever  occurs 
first.  In  the  case  of  an  elderly  owner  occupant  (60  years  or  older),  the  term  of  the 
loan  may  be  extended  until  sale  or  transfer  of  the  property.  Low  and  moderate 
income  residents  may  extend  the  term  of  the  loan  for  an  additional  ten  years 
provided  income  eligibility  requirements  are  met.  Non-profit  corporations  may 
also  extend  the  term  of  the  loan  for  an  additional  ten  years. 

The  CHRP  amortized  loan  interest  rates  are  also  three  percent  for  single 
family  residences  and  six  percent  for  multi-family  residences.  These  loan 
payments  can  be  made  in  equal  monthly  installments  over  the  first  ten  years  with 
a  balloon  payment  due  in  the  tenth  year  or  can  be  fully  amortized  by  monthly 
payments  over  a  ten-year  period.  Payments  include  both  principal  and  interest. 

The  deferred  payment  and  amortized  loans  are  arranged  through  the 
CDBG-funded  housing  development  corporations  or  through  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Housing  and  Community  Development  (MOHCD).  Servicing  of  the  loans  is 
managed  by  CD  Financial  Corporation  of  Irvine,  California.  Once  a  loan  is  made, 
it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  housing  development  corporation  or  MOHCD, 
whichever  arranged  the  loan,  to  ensure  that  the  unit  for  which  the  loan  was 
arranged  remains  eligible  for  the  loan  in  terms  of  the  income  level  of  its  residents. 

From  1980  to  1990,  a  total  of  $20,895,096  has  been  provided  to  the  CHRP,  as 
follows:

There  were  no  funds  reprogrammed  during  1980,  1984,  1985,  1986,  1989  and  1990. 
In  1987  and  1988,  CHRP  funds  were  reprogrammed  to  the  Housing  Site 
Acquisition  Program  to  fulfill  an  additional  funding  need  for  the  development  of 
new  housing. 

The  MOHCD  is  recommending  that  $1,360,000  of  CDBG  funds  be  allocated 
to  the  CHRP  in  1992.  The  1992  proposed  allocation  of  $1,360,000  includes  a  transfer 
of  $500,000  in  program  income  from  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency 
(see  Section  XVIII  -  Program  Income)  If  the  1992  CDBG  request  of  $1,360,000  is 
approved,  the  total  allocation  of  CDBG  funds  to  the  CHRP  since  1980  will  be 
$22,255,096. 

Prior  to  1982,  the  CHRP  provided  only  deferred  payment  loans  and  was 
referred  to  as  the  City  Deferred  Payment  Loan  Program.  In  1981,  the  Budget 
Analyst  reviewed  the  program  as  part  of  the  overall  review  of  the  Housing 
Development  Corporations  and  found  that  changes  in  program  emphasis  and 
delays  in  establishing  expenditure  guidelines  prevented  expenditures  of  program 
funds  for  loans  in  a  timely  manner.  These  guidelines  are  now  in  place  and  loans 
are  now  being  made  in  a  timely  manner. 

According  MOHCD,  the  CHRP  program  had  a  current  fund  balance  of 
approximately  $2,953,324  as  follows: 


MOH  reports  that  there  are  $3,997,599  in  rehabilitation  loans  pending  as  of 
November  1,  1991  and  MOHCD  expects  about  $6,000  in  program  income  from  bank 
interest  between  now  and  December  31.  Also,  MOHCD  has  budgeted  in  the 
proposed  1992  CDBG  Program  $153,772  in  administrative  costs  to  the  Community 
Housing  Rehabilitation  Program.  Therefore,  as  shown  below,  if  the  proposed

Housing  Site  Acquisition  Program  -  $2.000,000 

Since  1975,  the  Community  Development  Program  has  included  funds  each 
year  for  the  acquisition  of  housing  sites  in  specific  neighborhoods  to  reduce  the 
development  costs  of  lower  income  housing.  In  1980,  a  City-wide  site  acquisition 
pool  was  established  and  housing  development  corporations  submitted  requests  to 
MOHCD  for  funds  to  subsidize  specific  housing  developments.  During  the  period 
from  1975  through  1991,  a  total  of  $31,769,344  has  been  allocated  for  site 
acquisition,  of  which  $2,508,515  was  allocated  in  the  1991  CDBG  budget  and 
$309,222  was  added  to  the  1990  CDBG  budget. 

During  the  current  year  a  total  $2,615,410  has  been  allocated  from  the 
Housing  Site  Acquisition  Pool  as  follows:

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As  of  November  1,  1991,  the  Housing  Site  Acquisition  Program  had  a  fund 
balance  of  approximately  $2,183,556.  MOHCD  reports  that  $2,890,700  in  seven 
additional  site  acquisition  applications  are  pending.  Therefore,  if  the  proposed 
$2,000,000  recommended  for  housing  site  acquisition  is  approved,  the  Housing  Site 
Acquisition  Program  will  have  a  fund  balance  of  $1,292,856. 

Comments 

1.  On  May  14,  1990,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  Resolution  No.  362-90 
(File  79-90-2)  which  authorized  the  transfer  of  $1.5  million  in  reserves  set-aside  for 
the  development  of  the  International  Hotel  site  to  assist  in  the  restructuring  of  an 
agreement  pertaining  to  the  acquisition,  financing  and  operation  of  four  hotels  in 
the  Tenderloin:  William  Penn,  Ritz,  Hamlin  and  Dalt  Hotels.  As  identified  above, 
a  total  of  $2,515,410  ($1,027,833  to  purchase  the  William  Penn  Hotel  and  $1,487,577 
to  purchase  the  Ritz  Hotel)  in  Housing  Site  Acquisition  Program  Pool  funds  have 
been  allocated  to  the  Chinese  Community  Housing  Corporation  to  assist  in  the 
purchase  of  two  of  these  hotels,  the  William  Penn  and  Ritz. 

2.  In  1980,  the  Bernal  Heights  Community  Foundation  (BHCF)  received 
$28,598  in  Housing  Site  Acquisition  Program  funds  to  acquire  three  vacant  lots  at 
Brewster,  Joy,  and  Esmeralda  Streets  for  the  purpose  of  developing  housing  over  a 
two  year  period.  As  the  lots  could  not  be  developed,  MOHCD  instructed  BHCF  to 
sell  the  parcels  and  return  the  proceeds  to  the  Housing  Site  Acquisition  Program 
Pool.  To  date,  the  subsequent  sale  and  return  of  the  proceeds  to  the  City  is  still 
pending.

The  SFHA  owns  and  manages  6,757  public  housing  units  in  52  complexes. 
In  its  proposed  1992  application  for  CDBG  funds,  the  SFHA  had  requested 
$1,582,000  for  health  and  safety  projects,  social  programs  for  youths  residing  in 
public  housing  projects,  and  administration  and  professional  costs.  The  MOHCD 
recommends  a  revised  amount  of  $1,106,200  to  repair  sewage  lines  at  three 
projects,  to  repair  fire  escapes  at  two  projects,  to  replace  windows  at  one  project, 
provide  handicap  conversion  at  various  developments  and  pay  for  administration 
and  professional  costs.  The  recommended  1992  SFHA  budget  of  $1,106,200  is 
$19,500  more  than  the  1991  allocation  of  $1,086,700  as  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.  The  projects  and  funding  requests  by  the  SFHA  and  the  MOHCD 
recommendations  are  as  follows:

Last  year  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reserved  $100,000  in  1991  CDBG  funds  to 
the  SFHA  to  establish  a  pool  of  funds  for  tenant  initiated  improvements  (Tenant 
Improvement  Pool).  The  Board  of  Supervisors  reserved  these  funds  because  a 
detailed  application  package  and  an  application  process  for  the  $100,000  Tenant 
Improvement  Pool  had  not  been  established  by  the  SFHA.  Recently  the  SFHA  has 
created  a  "Mini  Grant  Application"  package  and  established  a  review  committee 
consisting  of  residents,  SFHA  staff  and  a  community  representative  to  evaluate  the 
applications  and  make  decisions  as  to  allocation  of  the  Tenant  Improvement  Pool. 
On  November  18,  1991,  MOHCD  submitted  this  package  to  the  Finance  Committee 
with  the  request  that  the  $100,000  for  the  Tenant  Improvement  Pool  be  released. 
This  item  has  not  yet  been  heard  by  the  Finance  Committee.  As  identified  above, 
$50,000  from  the  proposed  1992  CDBG  Program  is  also  allocated  to  the  Tenant 
Improvement  Pool.  Pending  the  release  of  $100,000  from  the  1991  CDBG  Program 
allocation,  the  additional  $50,000  in  the  proposed  1992  CDBG  Program  allocation  for 
the  Tenant  Improvement  Pool  should  also  be  reserved. 

Recommendation 

Reserve  $50,000  in  funds  for  a  Tenant  Improvement  Pool  pending  the 
outcome  of  MOHCD  current  request  to  the  Finance  Committee  to  release  $100,000 
from  the  1991  CDBG  Program  for  the  same  Tenant  Improvement  Pool.

ganFranci^QCk>n^ryation  Corps  (SFCC)  -  $950,000 

The  SFCC  began  as  a  pilot  program  under  the  auspices  of  the  Private 
Industry  Council  (PIC)  in  June  of  1983.  In  May  of  1984,  the  SFCC  began 
operations  as  an  independent  non-profit  corporation  dedicated  to  the  development 
and  improvement  of  the  City's  youth  (17  -  23  years  of  age)  and  its  public  lands. 
The  SFCC  plans  to  continue  it's  efforts  in  1992  in  order  to  accomplish  public  space 
improvements  and  to  provide  jobs  and  education  for  the  City's  young  people. 

The  proposed  recommendation  would  fund  22  public  space  improvement 
projects  for  public  agency  or  non-profit  project  sponsors.  The  proposed  work 
focuses  on  improving  public  space  access  for  children  and  youth  and  includes 
yard,  park,  grounds  and  open  space  improvements  including  landscaping, 
fences,  and  recreational  facilities  (play  structures,  exercise  and  rope  courses, 
game  lines,  benches  and  picnic  tables).  Funds  are  also  earmarked  for  a  Critical 
Needs  Fund.  This  Fund  has  been  established  to  carry  out  emergency  projects 
that  the  Corps  takes  on  during  the  year.  Projects  considered  for  funding  as  a 
critical  need  must  meet  all  of  the  basic  requirements  for  CDBG  in  addition  to 
justifying  the  critical  nature  of  the  project.  Additionally,  projects  must  be 
approved  by  MOHCD  staff  prior  to  commencement.  The  proposed  projects  are  as 
follows:

The  Rehabilitation  of  Existing  Program  Facilities  primarily  involves  the 
construction  of  building  improvements  to  meet  health,  fire  and  safety  code 
requirements  and  to  meet  licensing  requirements.  All  of  the  projects  under  this 
program  are  for  capital  improvements  or  new  construction  and  do  not  fund  staff 
or  administrative  costs. 


A  total  of  $1,471,150  is  recommended  for  the  rehabilitation  of  existing 
neighborhood  centers.  In  1991,  $1,534,550  was  recommended  for  this  existing 
facility  rehabilitation  category.  The  following  table  summarizes  the  proposed 
funding.

The  Gay  Asian  Pacific  Alliance  (GAPA)  Community  HIV  Project  has 
provided  prevention  and  risk  reduction  education  and  support  services  for 
Asian/Pacific  Island  gay  and  bisexual  men  living  with  HIV,  their  friends  and 
family  members  since  1988.  The  GAPA  Community  HIV  Project  began  leasing  a 
new  facility  at  1841  Market  Street  in  July,  1991  to  provide  educational  workshops, 
peer  and  group  counseling,  case  management  and  "living  well"  activities  for 
people  with  HIV  and  their  caregivers.  In  order  to  become  fully  operational,  the 
new  facility  must  be  renovated  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $62,050,  half  of  which

The  Oceanview  Merced  Ingleside  (OMI)  Pilgrim  Community  Center  is  a 
multipurpose  center  providing  educational  and  recreational  services  and 
substance  abuse  information  and  referrals  to  OMI  area  residents  of  all  ages 
except  infants.  Construction  Phases  I,  II  and  III  of  the  center  have  been 
completed.  The  proposed  CDBG  lump  sum  allocation  of  $90,000  for  1992  would 
partially  fund  Phase  IV  of  the  construction  (preliminarily  estimated  to  cost  a  total 
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of  $300,000).  Phase  IV  consists  of  constructing  additional  rooms  on  the  second 
floor  of  the  existing  community  center  building,  including  a  room  for  childcare 
activities,  multipurpose  meeting  room,  restrooms  for  adults  and  for  children, 
staff  offices,  a  young  adult  job  training  room  and  storage  areas. 

San  Francisco  Institute  on  Aging  -  $46,000 

The  San  Francisco  Institute  on  Aging  (IOA)  was  established  by  Mt.  Zion 
Health  System  in  1985  as  a  non-profit  subsidiary  to  integrate  Mt.  Zion  Hospital's 
geriatric  services,  research  and  education  programs  into  one  entity.  The  IOA 
operates  community-based  services  for  seniors  including  adult  day  health  care, 
case  management  and  home  care  primarily  for  frail,  functionally  impaired  and 
low  income  seniors.  IOA  must  vacate  space  at  Mt.  Zion  Hospital  that  now  houses 
its  two  adult  day  health  centers.  The  centers  would  be  moved  to  a  new  site  at  3600

Under  current  Federal  regulations,  Public 
Service  costs  may  not  exceed  15  percent  of  the  total  CDBG  allocation  and  the 
amount  of  current  year  program  income  in  determining  the  amount  of  funds  that 
could  be  allocated  for  Public  Services.  Any  expenditures  for  public  service 
activities  above  this  statutory  ceiling  can  not  be  paid  for  with  Federal  funds.  If 
costs  exceeded  this  ceiling,  the  City  would  have  to  allocate  other  resources  to  pay 
the  difference.

The  NEDO  program  is  designed  to  implement  programs  that  expand  or 
improve  small  and/or  minority  owned  businesses,  better  utilize  lands  available  for 
industrial  and  commercial  development  in  lower  income  neighborhoods  and 
revitalize  declining  neighborhood  commercial  districts.  Additionally,  the 
program  provides  quality  technical  assistance  to  small  businesses  in  order  to 
promote  growth,  expansion,  job  creation  and  retention,  innovation,  increased 
productivity  and  management  improvement.  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Business  and 
Economic  Development  (MOBED)  assists  the  NEDOs  in  their  work  programs  and 
is  responsible  for  monitoring  and  evaluating  the  performance  of  the 
organizations. 

The  City's  Enterprise  Zone  covers  approximately  9.6  miles  in  the  south- 
eastern and  central  parts  of  the  City,  containing  the  following  neighborhoods: 
South  Bayshore,  Mission  District,  Potrero  Hill,  South  of  Market,  Mission  Bay 
Project  Area,  Tenderloin,  Chinatown,  Western  Addition,  and  Haight  Ashbury 
District.  The  purpose  of  the  Enterprise  Zone  Program  is  to  create  employment 
opportunities  for  unemployed  and  economically  disadvantaged  persons;  to 
encourage  commercial  and  industrial  development;  to  eliminate  blight;  to 
stimulate  investment  in  economically  distressed  areas  of  the  City;  to  address 
needs  of  small  business;  and  to  foster  business  retention  and  attraction. 
Businesses  that  participate  in  the  program  will  receive  additional  tax  credits  from 
the  State.  MOBED  is  responsible  for  administering  the  Enterprise  Zone  Program. 

A  brief  description  of  the  goals  and  projects  of  each  NEDO  proposed  for 
CDBG  funding  in  1992  follows: 
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ASIAN.  Inc.  -  $192.000 


ASIAN,  Inc.'s  goals  for  1992  include  addressing  the  needs  of  minority 
business  development  which  include:  financial  assistance,  management 
assistance  and  information  about  government  procurement  opportunities.

According  to  performance  data  provided  by  MOBED,  as  of  June  30,  1991, 
Asian  Inc.  had  packaged  three  loans  and  six  loans  were  approved.  In  addition, 
12  jobs  were  created  and  152  were  retained. 

The  1992  CDBG  recommended  budget  allocation  of  $192,000  for  1992 
represents  less  than  a  one  percent  increase  from  the  $191,643  received  for  1991. 
According  to  MOBED,  the  proposed  increase  of  $357  represents  rounding  up  of  the 
funding  recommendation.  Asian  Inc.  is  receiving  approximately  $702,255  from 
other  funding  sources  for  a  total  budget  of  $894,255  for  1992.  CDBG  funds 
comprise  21.5  percent  of  Asian  Inc.'s  1992  total  funding. 

Recommendation 

Approve  in  the  amount  of  $191,643.  Approval  of  the  proposed  increase  of 
$357  to  $192,000  is  a  policy  matter  for  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Mission  Economic  Development  Association  (MEDA)  -  $210.000 

The  proposed  goals  for  MEDA  for  1992  are  as  follows:

In  1992,  MEDA  proposes  to  continue  its  efforts  to  retain  and  expand  small 
businesses,  upgrade  commercial  properties  in  the  Mission  District,  assist 
business  relocations  and  attract  new  businesses  to  San  Francisco.    MEDA  will 
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implement  its  Economic  and  Business  Development  Strategic  Plan,  including  a 
Mission  Commercial  Corridor  Development  Strategy  and  a  24th  Street 
Revitalization  Plan.  Additional  services  to  be  provided  by  MEDA  for  1992  would 
include  development  of  business  products  (i.e.,  business  plans,  marketing  studies 
and  feasibility  studies),  and  providing  direct  services  to  non-profit  organizations. 

Specific  Projects 

1.  Assist  the  24th  Street  Merchants  Association  and  the  Mission  Merchants 
Association  with  general  commercial  revitalization  including  construction, 
rehabilitation  and  revitalization  of  commercial  buildings. 

2.  Provide  seven  businesses  with  office  support  services  including  office  space, 
administration  and  clerical  services  through  the  San  Francisco  Hispanic 
Corporate  Center. 

3.  Provide  non-profit  organizations  with  financial  and  technical  services  to 
create  businesses  that  provide  employment  opportunities,  unrestricted 
revenues  and  local  services. 

According  to  performance  data  provided  by  MOBED,  as  of  June  30,  1991, 
MEDA  had  submitted  15  loans  of  which  nine  were  approved.  In  addition,  25  jobs 
were  created  and  22  retained. 

MEDA's  recommended  CDBG  allocation  of  $210,000  for  1992  represents  less 
than  one  percent  decrease  from  the  $211,410  received  for  1991.  MEDA  is  receiving 
$150,000  from  other  funding  sources  for  a  total  budget  of  $360,000  for  1992.  CDBG 
funds  comprise  58.4  percent  of  MEDA's  funding  for  1992. 

Recommendation 

Approve  as  proposed. 

Urban  Economic  Development  Corporation  (UEDC)  -  $175.000 

The  proposed  goals  for  the  UEDC  for  1992  are  as  follows:

Additionally,  in  1992,  UEDC  also  proposes  to  work  with  neighborhood, 
community  and  business  organizations  to  strengthen  the  infrastructure  through 
which  neighborhood  economic  development  can  occur. 
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According  to  performance  data  submitted  by  MOBED,  as  of  June  30,  1991, 
UEDC  packaged  2  loans  of  which  none  were  approved.  In  addition,  UEDC  created 
14  jobs. 

UEDC's  recommended  CDBG  allocation  of  $175,000  for  1992  represents  an 
increase  of  less  than  one  percent  from  the  $174,530  received  for  1991.  According  to 
MOBED,  the  proposed  increase  of  $470  represents  rounding  up  of  the  funding 
recommendation.  UEDC  is  receiving  $214,746  from  other  funding  sources  for  1992 
for  a  total  budget  of  $389,746.  CDBG  funds  comprise  45  percent  of  UEDC's  total 
1992  budget. 

Recommendation 

Approve  in  the  amount  of  $174,530.  Approval  of  the  proposed  $470  increase 
to  $175,000  is  a  policy  matter  for  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

MOBED  Enterprise  Zone  Program  -  $870.000 

The  primary  goals  of  this  new  Community  Development  Enterprise  Zone 
Program  for  1992  are: 

•  Enterprise  Zone  Marketing--  Produce  Enterprise  Zone  collateral  marketing 
materials  such  as  a  brochure  and  map,  reference  guide,  newsletter  and  fact 
sheets. 

•  Database  Design—  Design  a  database  to  be  used  by  the  Bureau  of  Building 
Inspection  and  the  Department  of  City  Planning  in  implementing  permit  fast 
tracking  activities. 

•  Facade  Improvement  Loan  Program-  Promote  the  revitalization  of  the 
neighborhood  commercial  retail  areas  by  providing  financial  and  technical 
assistance  to  property  owners  and  commercial  tenants  of  ground  level  retail 
property  for  facade  rehabilitation. 

•  Permit  Fast  Tracking—  A  Business  Persons  Guide  to  Permit  Processing 
will  be  published  to  explain  and  demystify  the  City's  permit  process  to  existing 
and  prospective  businesses  and  entrepreneurs  in  the  Enterprise  Zone. 

The  Enterprise  Zone  Program  intends  to  create  74  new  jobs  in  1992,  153  new 
jobs  in  1993  and  274  new  jobs  in  1994.  The  Facade  Loan  Program  will  provide  30 
loans  to  merchants  in  the  Enterprise  Zone. 
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MOBED  is  proposing  to  allocate  the  $370,000  as  follows:

The  $100,800  budgeted  for  the  three  NEDOs  would  be  used  by  each  NEDO  to 
hire  an  additional  staff  person  to  work  exclusively  in  the  Enterprise  Zone  to 
promote  the  Enterprise  Zone  Program. 

MOBED  reports  that  the  Enterprise  Zone  Coordinator  position  has  not  been 
reviewed  and  approved  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission.  As  such,  the  $63,465 
budgeted  for  the  Enterprise  Zone  Coordinator  position  should  be  placed  on  reserve 
pending  the  Civil  Service  Commission's  review  and  approval. 

Recommendation 

Because  the  Enterprise  Zone  Program  is  a  new  Community  Development 
Block  Grant  funded  program,  approval  of  funding  for  the  Enterprise  Zone 
Program  is  a  policy  matter  for  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  If  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  approves  the  funding  for  the  Enterprise  Zone  Program,  $63,465 
budgeted  for  the  Enterprise  Zone  Coordinator  position  should  be  placed  on  reserve 
pending  the  Civil  Service  Commission's  review  and  approval.

SECTION  X:  NONPROFIT  CORPORATION  BUSINESS  VENTURES  -  $289.000 


The  Nonprofit  Corporation  Business  Ventures  funding  category  was  established 
by  the  MOCD  in  1987.  This  category  was  created  to  assist  nonprofit  corporations  in 
establishing  and  expanding  profit  generating  businesses.  These  businesses  would 
create  jobs  for  low  and  moderate  income  persons  and  eventually  enable  the  profit 
generated  to  be  used  to  support  other  programs  of  the  nonprofit  agencies. 

The  MOCD  has  requested  $269,000  to  fund  eleven  Nonprofit  Corporation  Business 
Projects  in  1992.  This  amount  represents  an  increase  of  $111,000,  a  70  percent  increase, 
from  the  1991  budget  of  $158,000.  According  to  MOCD,  these  funds  are  intended  to  be 
used  to  initiate  new  business  activities  and  are  not  intended  to  be  used  for  long-term 
support.  This  funding  allocation  should  be  decreasing  from  year  to  year  until  the 
business  project  becomes  self  sufficient. 

A  summary  of  each  agency's  request,  the  1991  CDBG  budgeted  allocation  and  this 
year's  proposed  funding  levels  are  as  follows:

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A  brief  description  of  each  of  the  Nonprofit  Corporation  Business  Projects 
proposed  for  CDBG  funding  in  1992  follows: 

African  American  Historical  &  Cultural  Society  -  $15,Q0Q 

CDBG  funds  are  being  requested  for  the  continued  operation  of  a  gift  shop. 
The  purpose  of  the  Gift  Shop  of  the  African  American  Historical  &  Cultural 
Society,  Inc.,  is  to  exhibit  and  sell  quality  commercial  products  which  are 
reflective  of  the  African  and  African  American  experience  and  to  generate 
income  for  the  Society's  general  fund.  The  program  goals  include  developing  new 
marketing  strategies  and  finding  additional  funding  for  publicity  campaigns. 
This  would  be  the  second  year  of  CDBG  funding  for  this  project.  The  proposed 
CDBG  budget  of  $15,000  represents  a  decrease  of  $12,000  or  44  percent  from  the 
1991  CDBG  budget  of  $27,000. 

Recommendation 

Approve  as  proposed. 


Friends  of  the  Mission  Cultural  Center  -  $15.000 

The  Friends  of  the  Mission  Cultural  Center  are  requesting  CDBG  funds  to 
continue  support  of  a  three-year  plan  to  vitalize  and  consolidate  the  revenue 
generating  potential  of  the  150-seat  Mission  Cultural  Center  Theatre. 
Components  of  this  plan  include  (1)  increasing  the  number  and  quality  of  cultural 
programs  and  community  service  activities  in  the  Mission  Cultural  Center 
Theater,  (2)  utilizing  the  facility  to  full  capacity  and  (3)  establishing  over  the 
course  of  three  years,  an  economically  viable  theater  space  rental  and  performing 
arts  production  capability.  The  Theater's  projected  gross  sales  for  1992  are 
$112,781.  The  proposed  CDBG  budget  of  $15,000  represents  a  decrease  of  $10,000  or 
40  percent  from  the  1991  CDBG  budget  of  $25,000.  This  would  be  the  second  year  of 
CDBG  funding  for  this  project. 

Recommendation 

Approve  as  proposed. 


Japanese  Community-  Youth  Council  -  $45.000 

The  CDBG  funds  would  be  used  to  provide  partial  start-up  funding  for  a 
program  to  create  jobs  and  job  training  for  the  youth  served  by  agencies  located  in 
the  Western  Addition  Neighborhood.  Jobs  and  job  training  will  be  provided 
through  the  operation  of  a  retail  produce  business.  The  project  would  create  and 
retain  three  full-time  positions,  a  Manager,  Senior  Clerk  and  Clerk,  and  eight 
part-time  trainee  positions  for  low/moderate  income  persons.  In  addition  to  on- 
the-job  training  the  project  would  also  provide  career  development,  and  education

and  job  counseling/workshops.  The  projected  gross  sales  for  1992  are  $202,500. 
This  is  a  new  CDBG  funded  project. 

Recommendation 

Approval  of  new  programs  is  a  policy  decision. 


WprmatiQn  Center,  Inc.  -  $12,000 

The  La  Raza  Information  Center  is  requesting  funds  to  support  the  La  Raza 
Translating  and  Editing  Service.  La  Raza  Translating  and  Editing  Service 
specializes  in  English  to  Spanish  translations,  for  documents  ranging  from  a 
basic  one  page  letter  to  manuals,  legal  documents,  annual  reports,  and 
informational  and  corporate  brochures.  Profits  generated  by  La  Raza  Translating 
and  Editing  Service  are  used  to  offset  free  information  and  referral  services 
provided  to  the  immigrant  community.  The  projected  gross  sales  for  1992  are 
$61,000.  This  is  a  new  CDBG  funded  project. 

Recommendation 

Approval  of  new  programs  is  a  policy  decision. 


Mission  Economic  Cultural  Association  -  $25.000 

The  requested  CDBG  funds  would  be  used  by  Mission  Economic  Cultural 
Association  to  continue  the  development  of  Festival  Enterprises,  Inc.,  a  business 
comprised  of  a  festival  booth  and  equipment  rental  operation  and  a  festival 
product  merchandising  operation.  The  project  provides  festival  equipment  and 
supplies  to  Bay  Area  Parks  and  Street  festivals  and  to  merchandise  festival 
products  in  certain  non-festival  markets  (i.e.,  department  stores).  Projected  gross 
sales  for  1992  are  $346,000.  The  proposed  CDBG  budget  of  $25,000  represents  a 
decrease  of  $13,000  or  34  percent  from  the  1991  CDBG  budget  of  $38,000.  This  would 
be  the  third  year  of  CDBG  funding  for  this  project. 

Recommendation 

Approve  as  proposed. 
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Refugee  Transitions  -  &17.000 


The  requested  CDBG  funds  would  be  used  to  continue  the  support  of  the 
Mien  Women's  Embroidery  Collective.  The  Mien  Women's  Embroidery  Collective 
is  a  marketing  collective  established  by  Refugee  Transitions  in  1990.  The  purpose 
of  the  collective  is  to  provide  supplemental  income  to  the  artisans  and  to  develop 
skills  and  experience  within  the  membership  to  provide  for  long-term  success  of 
the  collective  and  improved  job  opportunities  for  its  members.  Projected  gross 
sales  for  1992  are  $21,500.  The  proposed  CDBG  budget  of  $17,000  represents  a 
decrease  of  $1,000  or  5.5  percent  from  the  1991  CDBG  budget  of  $18,000.  This  would 
be  the  third  year  of  funding  for  this  project. 

Recommendation 

Approve  as  proposed. 


Self-Help  for  the  Elderly  -  $20.000 

The  proposed  CDBG  funds  would  be  used  by  Self-Help  for  the  Elderly  for  the 
continued  development  of  a  Housekeeping  Service  Business.  The  purpose  for 
establishing  the  Housekeeping  Service  Business,  is  to  address  the  employment 
needs  of  older  Asian  immigrants,  who  have  difficulty  in  finding  employment.  In 
addition  to  providing  job  opportunities,  the  Housekeeping  Service  Business  is  also 
designed  to  provide  counseling  and  job  related  training  to  facilitate  job  retention. 
Projected  gross  sales  for  this  business  for  1992  are  $546,264.  The  proposed  budget 
of  $20,000  represents  a  decrease  of  $10,000  or  33%  from  the  1991  CDBG  budget  of 
$30,000.  This  would  be  the  third  year  of  CDBG  funding  for  this  business. 

Recommendation 

Approve  as  proposed. 


Shanti  Project -$35.000 

The  proposed  CDBG  funds  would  be  used  to  partially  fund  a  monthly  news 
magazine,  entitled  The  San  Francisco  HIV  Update  published  by  and  for  persons 
with  HIV  infection.  The  goal  is  to  create  employment  opportunities  for 
economically  disadvantaged  persons  with  AIDS/HIV  and  to  create  a  monthly 
revenue-generating  publication  which  provides  updated  information  to  persons 
with  HIV  in  San  Francisco.  Monthly  circulation  would  be  approximately  10,000. 
The  projected  gross  sales  for  1992  are  $120,960.  This  is  a  new  CDBG  funded 
project. 
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Recommendation 

Approval  of  new  programs  is  a  policy  decision. 


Vietnamese  Fishermen  Association  of  America  -  $30.000 

The  Vietnamese  Fisherman  Association  is  proposing  to  use  the  CDBG 
funds  to  initiate  a  Fishcake  production  and  marketing  venture  at  the  Port  of  San 
Francisco's  Pier  28.  The  Association  will  target  the  production  and  sale  of  200,000 
lbs.  of  Fishcakes  in  1992.  The  projected  gross  sales  for  1992  are  $306,875.  This  is  a 
new  CDBG  funded  project. 


Recommendation 

Approval  of  new  programs  is  a  policy  decision. 


YMCA  of  San  Francisco/Central  Branch  -  $20.000 

The  proposed  CDBG  funds  would  be  used  to  expand  an  existing  restaurant 
business  located  at  the  Central  YMCA.  The  YMCA  created  Cafe  Central  in  1989  to 
meet  three  basic  goals:  (1)  to  provide  healthy  low-cost  meals  to  members,  guests 
and  neighbors,  (2)  to  serve  as  a  food  service  training  and  job  placement  program 
for  unemployed  neighborhood  residents,  focusing  on  minority  and  second 
language  applicants  and  (3)  to  operate  at  break-even  cost.  The  projected  gross 
sales  for  1992  are  $190,000.  This  is  a  new  CDBG  funded  project. 

Recommendation 

Approval  of  new  programs  is  a  policy  decision. 


Youth  Gnirfanop  fVnter  Improvement  Committee  -  $45.000 

The  proposed  CDBG  funds  would  be  used  to  create  a  market  garden 
business  venture  at  Log  Cabin  Ranch.  This  business  would:  (1)  provide  on-the-job 
training  in  horticulture  and  business  skills  for  5  to  10  youths  each  year,  who  are 
detained  at  Log  Cabin  Ranch,  (2)  raise  and  distribute  potted  plants  for  resale  to 
non-profit  community  agencies  and  wholesale  businesses  and  (3)  increase  the 
self-sufficiency  of  the  Youth  Guidance  Center  Improvement  Committee  service 
area.  The  projected  gross  sales  for  1992  are  $55,700.  This  is  a  new  CDBG  funded 
project. 
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Recommendation 

Approval  of  new  programs  is  a  policy  decision.

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Center  for  Southeast  A^ian  Refugee  Resettlement  -  $94.000 


The  Center  for  Southeast  Asian  Refugee  Resettlement  (CSEARR)  is 
designed  to  provide  low  and  moderate  income  refugees  with  business 
management,  consulting,  and  technical  assistance  to  enable  them  to  open  or 
expand  businesses.  In  1992,  CSEARR  is  projecting  that  CDBG  funds  will  be  used 
to  provide  60  low  to  moderate  income  individuals  with  technical  assistance. 
Approximately  36  businesses  will  receive  start-up  or  expansion  assistance,  which 
will  lead  to  the  creation  of  40  new  jobs.  Another  strength  and  unique  feature  of 
the  program  is  its  access  to  $500,000  in  low-interest  loan  funds  provided  by  the 
Ford  Foundation.  These  loan  funds  are  targeted  for  those  individuals  who  would 
not  be  able  to  qualify  for  traditional  small  commercial  loans  or  loans  from  the 
Small  Business  Administration.  The  proposed  1992  CDBG  Budget  of  $94,000  is 
$8,000  more  than  the  amount  provided  to  CSEARR  in  the  1991  CDBG  budget  in 
order  to  fund  one  third  of  a  new  staff  position  responsible  for  loan  program 
administration  and  technical  assistance.  CSEARR  relies  on  CDBG  funding  for 
their  entire  operating  budget. 

Recommendation 

Approve  1992  CDBG  funding  in  the  amount  of  $86,000  that  was  approved  for 
1991.  Approval  of  the  $8,000  increase  for  1992  to  expand  staffing  is  a  policy  matter. 


Community  Outreach  &  Pre-Enterprise  Services  $75.000 

The  Community  Outreach  &  Pre-Enterprise  Services  (COPE)  is  a 
consortium  of  three  community  organizations:  Career  Resources  Development 
Center,  Bayview  Hunter's  Point  Foundation  and  Arriba  Juntos.  The  COPE 
program  was  initiated  in  1989-90  under  the  previous  name  of  Consortium  on 
Prosperous  Enterprises  (COPE)  and  was  designed  to  encourage  and  enable  low 
and  very  low  income  people  to  participate  in  self-employment  programs  by 
coordinating  outreach  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Self  Employment  and  Enterprise 
Development  (SEED)  service  providers. 

Specifically,  COPE  proposes  to  provide  a  grassroots  outreach  network, 
support  services  such  as  child  care,  employment,  educational  and  placement 
training  services  for  clients  who  are  motivated  to  achieve  economic  self- 
sufficiency,  self-assessment  and  focusing  services  and  workshops  and  to  target 
minority  neighborhoods,  including  the  Tenderloin,  the  Mission  and  Bayview 
Hunters  Point.  In  1992,  COPE  is  proposing  that  CDBG  funds  be  used  to  recruit 
180  low  and  very  low  income  individuals,  to  provide  individual  pre-business 
counseling  to  150  low  and  very  low  income  people,  to  refer  70  clients  to  other  SEED 
technical  assistance  providers,  to  provide  job  education  referrals  and  placements 
to  60  clients,  to  track  the  progress  of  75  clients  and  to  conduct  ten  workshops 
(approximately  200  attendees  in  total).  The  proposed  1992  CDBG  Budget  of  $75,000 
represents  an  increase  of  $5,000  or  7.1  percent  over  the  1991  CDBG  Budget  of 
$70,000.  However,  1991  CDBG  funding  of  $70,000  was  for  only  eleven  months  of 
operations  (approximately  $6,364  monthly)  whereas  1992  CDBG  funding  of  $75,000 
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would  be  for  a  full  year  (approximately  $6,250  monthly).  COPE  requested  $99,433, 
or  85  percent  of  their  $116,581  operating  budget,  in  CDBG  funding  for  1992.  The 
$75,000  allocation  recommended  by  MOHCD  is  64  percent  of  COPE's  1992  budget. 

Recommendation 

Approve  funding  in  the  amount  of  $75,000  as  requested. 


San  Francisco  Renaissance  -  $88.500 

San  Francisco  Renaissance  (SFR)  provides  assistance  to  new  and 
expanding  small  businesses  through  classroom  training,  on-going  support 
services  and  a  business  loan  program.  In  1992,  San  Francisco  Renaissance 
proposes  to  provide  training  to  60  entrepreneurs,  assist  40  business  start-ups  and 
expansions,  assist  in  the  financing  of  8  businesses  and  create  45  new  jobs.  This 
program  received  $88,500  in  CDBG  funding  for  1991.  SFR's  1992  request  for 
$100,000  in  CDBG  funding  is  37  percent  of  their  operating  budget.  MOHCD 
recommends  funding  32  percent  ($88,500)  of  SFR's  budget. 

Recommendation 

Approve  $88,500  in  CDBG  funding  for  1992. 


San  Francisco  Renaissance  Micro  Business  Incubator  (MBI)  Program  -  $35.000 

The  MBI  Program  assists  vulnerable  start-up  businesses  by  providing  low 
cost  office  space,  office  support  services  and  technical  assistance.  This  Program 
targets  low  and  moderate  income,  minority  and  women-owned  businesses. 
Objectives  for  1992  include  providing  low  cost  office  space  to  six  businesses,  the 
provision  of  72  technical  assistance  sessions  and  the  creation  of  a  new  Business 
Assistance  Center  to  serve  10  clients  with  short-term  needs.  The  regular  MBI 
program  provides  services  to  the  same  clients  for  several  years  until  they  can 
become  self  sufficient.  The  new  Business  Assistance  Center  would  provide 
temporary  office  space,  office  support  services  and  technical  assistance  for  days  or 
weeks.  Another  new  project  is  a  study  to  find  a  new,  larger  facility  to  house  the 
regular  MBI  program  and  the  proposed  Business  Assistance  Center.  The  $35,000 
CDBG  funding  allocation  for  1992  is  $8,000  or  30  percent  greater  than  the  $27,000 
allocation  for  1991.  The  $8,000  increase  for  1992  would  partially  fund  the  Business 
Assistance  Center  and  the  study  to  find  a  larger  facility.  The  $35,000  requested 
and  recommended  by  MOHCD  represents  41  percent  of  the  program's  operating 
budget. 

Recommendation 

Approve  1992  funding  of  $27,000,  the  same  amount  approved  for  1991. 
Approval  of  the  proposed  $8,000  increase  to  partially  fund  the  proposed  new 
Business  Assistance  Center  and  a  study  to  find  a  larger  facility  is  a  policy  matter. 
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SEED  Program  Loan  Fund  -  $50.000 


The  MOHCD  proposes  adding  $50,000  to  a  loan  fund  in  1992  to  make  $5,000 
to  $15,000  loans  to  graduates  of  SEED  programs  that  are  starting  new  businesses. 
Loan  applicants  must  be  graduates  of  SEED  programs,  must  be  sponsored  by  a 
SEED  program  operator  and  must  be  unable  to  secure  conventional  business 
loans.  Loans  are  offered  at  market  rates  for  periods  of  from  one  to  three  years.  In 
some  cases,  loan  funds  are  used  to  guarantee  loans  made  by  banks  that  will  not 
extend  credit  without  such  a  guarantee. 


Comment 

MOHCD  established  the  SEED  Program  Loan  Fund  in  November  1990  with 
an  initial  deposit  of  $100,000.  As  of  November  1991,  only  one  year  since  the  creation 
of  the  Fund,  the  Fund  has  a  balance  of  $83,550.  With  only  $16,450  of  loan  activity  in 
a  one  year  period  ($100,000  less  $83,550),  the  $83,550  should  be  sufficient  for 
making  loans  in  1992.  Therefore,  the  proposed  addition  of  $50,000  to  the  Fund  is 
unnecessary. 

Recommendation 

Do  not  approve  the  proposed  $50,000  addition  to  the  SEED  Program  Loan 
Fund,  as  discussed  in  the  Comment  above. 


Women's  Initiative  for  Self-Employment  ■  &fl0.000 

The  Women's  Initiative  for  Self  Employment  (WISE)  program  is  designed  to 
serve  disadvantaged  women  (including  AFDC  recipients)  and  provide  them  with 
self-paced,  practical  instruction  and  assistance  in  the  start-up  and  maintenance 
of  small  businesses.  The  program's  goals  are  (1)  to  improve  the  economic  self- 
sufficiency  of  low  and  moderate-income  women  through  self-employment,  (2)  to 
increase  access  to  financing  and  information  for  low  and  moderate  income 
women  business  owners,  and  (3)  to  help  women  establish  successful  businesses 
and  to  prevent  premature  small  business  failures  through  early  intervention  and 
ongoing  management  assistance.  The  program's  objectives  for  1992  are  to  provide 
services  to  375  women  (250  women  in  1991),  to  assist  35  women  (25  women  in  1991) 
to  start  or  expand  their  small  business,  to  provide  20  loans  to  lower  income 
women  entrepreneurs  and  to  provide  post-lending  management  assistance  to  35 
lower  income  women.  The  proposed  CDBG  allocation  of  $60,000  represents  an 
increase  of  $13,000,  a  27.7  percent  for  increased  services  over  the  $47,000  allocation 
received  by  WISE  in  the  1991  CDBG  budget.  The  WISE  request  for  1992  CDBG 
funding  is  $87,000  or  16  percent  of  their  total  operating  budgt  of  $554,625.  The 
MOHCD  recommended  funding  for  1992  is  11  percent  of  the  total  budget. 
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Recommendation 


Approve  the  same  level  of  funding  ($47,000)  as  for  1991.  Approval  of  the 
$13,000  increase  for  increased  service  levels  is  a  policy  matter. 


Wu  Yee  Cfriift-en's  Services  ■  $43,000 

The  Wu  Yee  Children's  Services  operates  as  a  consortium  of  Wu  Yee 
Children's  Services  and  the  Children's  Council  of  San  Francisco  to  provide 
economic  development  services  through  a  training  program  for  family  day  care 
providers.  The  program  will  focus  on  lower  income  providers  to  enable  them  to 
offer  quality  services  to  children  and  families  and  to  increase  their  marketability 
and  expertise  as  small  business  entrepreneurs.  In  1992,  Wu  Yee  Children's 
Services  proposes  to  provide  a  basic  three-day  training  workshop  to  62  participants 
and  an  advanced  six-week  training  program  for  32  participants.  Training  will  be 
offered  in  English,  Chinese,  Spanish  and  Vietnamese.  The  proposed  CDBG 
Budget  of  $49,000  is  $382  more  than  the  original  1991  allocation  to  Wu  Yee 
Children's  Services  proposed  in  the  CDBG  budget.  Wu  Yee  Children's  Services 
requested  $71,073  in  CDBG  funding  for  1992  or  38  percent  of  their  budget.  The 
MOHCD  recommended  CDBG  allocation  is  27  percent  of  that  budget. 

Recommendation 

Approve  $49,000  for  1992. 
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SECTTON  XTI:  FAMTLY  DAY  CARE  HOME  REHARTT,TTATTON  PROGRAM  -  $  220.fi21 

The  Family  Day  Care  Home  Rehabilitation  Program  (FDCHRP)  was 
established  in  1984  to  offer  private  day  care  providers  the  opportunity  to  improve 
the  quality  of  their  day  care  services  and  to  increase  their  service  capacities  in 
order  to  ensure  the  care  of  children  in  a  safe  environment. 

This  program  provides  for  the  expansion  of  existing  family  day  care  homes 
and  specifically  makes  funds  available  for  necessary  renovations  to  family  day 
care  homes.  Family  day  care  providers  may  be  licensed  as  "small"  or  "large" 
homes,  with  maximum  capacities  of  6  and  12  children,  respectively.  In  order  to 
obtain  licensing,  improvements  such  as  fire  safety  clearance,  provision  of  yard 
space  and  play  equipment  must  be  made.  Funds  from  this  program  are  used  to 
finance  the  renovations  required  to  obtain  licensing.  Since  most  of  the  providers 
are  women,  the  program  increases  the  opportunities  for  women-owned 
businesses.  The  family  day  care  provider  signs  an  agreement  with  the  City  to 
maintain  the  renovated  facility  for  low  and  moderate  income  recipients  for  three 
years  after  the  work  has  been  completed. 

MOHCD  proposes  to  allocate  funds  in  1992  for  improvements  to  five  large 
family  day  care  homes  and  three  small  day  care  homes.  The  1992  MOHCD  funds 
will  also  provide  technical  assistance  and  training  of  family  day  care  home 
organizers  regarding  licensing  requirements  and  curriculum  and  will  provide 
for  MOHCD  administration.  MOHCD  administration  includes  architectural  and 
financial  services  to  the  FDCHRP  (see  description  in  Section  XIII.  Program 
Administration).  In  addition,  1992  MOHCD  funds  will  provide  for  advertising, 
blueprint  services,  plan  check  and  permit  fees.

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Comments 


1.  The  Budget  Analyst  has  noted  an  error  in  the  calculation  of  the  Social 
Security  amount  for  the  administration  portion  of  the  FDCHRP.  The  amount 
should  be  reduced  $3,201  from  $4,695  to  $1,494  to  reflect  that  the  Project  Assistant, 
Program  Coordination  is  the  only  listed  employee  eligible  for  the  Social  Security 
benefit. 

2.  In  addition,  MOHCD  did  not  take  into  consideration  that  a  balance  of 
$59,565  in  program  funds  remains  in  the  1991  CDBG  Program  for  FDCHRP.  This 
amount  should  be  used  to  reduce  the  total  amount  of  funds  needed  during  the  1992 
CDBG  Program  year. 

3.  Further,  an  unassigned  residual  amount  of  $23  identified  above  without 
any  specific  purpose  may  also  be  reduced  from  the  proposed  1992  CDBG  proposed 
allocation  of  $220,621. 


Recommendation 

Reduce  the  proposed  request  of  $220,621  for  the  Family  Day  Care 
Rehabilitation  Program  by  $62,789  ($3,201  for  Social  Security  plus  $59,565  balance 
from  1991  plus  $23  unassigned  residual)  as  described  in  Comments  1  through  3 
above  and  approve  the  reduced  amount  of  $157,832.

Citv  Attorney -$38.000 

The  Special  Projects  Division  of  the  City  Attorney's  Office  provides  counsel 
on  legal  matters  affecting  MOHCD.  MOHCD  has  proposed  that  the  City 
Attorney's  Special  Projects  Division  receive  $38,000  in  1992  CD  funds.  This  total 
represents  an  increase  of  $11,700  or  44.5  percent  over  the  $26,300  amount  received 
in  1990. 


Comments 

1.  The  City  Attorney  also  provides  legal  counsel  for  MOHCD  in  the 
acquisition  of  real  property  for  the  development  of  additional  housing  and  matters 
related  to  the  new  Federal  HOME  (not  an  acronym)  program  associated  with  the 
City's  Comprehensive  Housing  Affordability  Strategy  (CHAS).  These  charges 
totalling  $76,358  over  the  past  nine  months  are  provided  in  the  budgeted  funds  for 
the  Housing  Site  Acquisition  Program  (see  Section  III:  Housing  Program  Pools). 

2.  Based  on  an  analysis  of  1991  expenditures  totalling  $10,528  for  the  first 
nine  months,  annualized  and  adjusted  for  inflation,  a  proposed  budget  of  $14,740 
for  City  Attorney  services  for  1992  is  reasonable.  Because  a  total  of  $38,000  has 
been  budgeted  for  1992  and  $14,740  is  estimated  to  be  the  actual  amount  needed 
from  an  analysis  of  current  costs,  the  proposed  budget  of  $38,000  can  be  reduced  by 
a  total  of  $23,260. 
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Recommendation 


Reduce  the  proposed  recommended  allocation  of  $38,000  for  the  City 
Attorney  by  $23,260  as  described  in  Comment  2  above  and  approve  the  reduced 
amount  of  $14,740. 

Disability  Prpgram  Unit  $39,764 

The  Disability  Program  Unit  was  initially  identified  in  the  1990  Community 
Development  Budget.  The  activities  of  the  Disability  Program  Unit  are  primarily 
in  three  areas:  (1)  the  development  of  coordination  among  City  departments 
regarding  physical,  program,  and  service  access  by  the  disabled;  (2) 
implementation  of  an  action  plan  to  help  bring  the  City  into  compliance  with 
Federal  504  -  Disability  Access  regulations;  and  (3)  responding  to  concerns  from 
disabled  individuals  regarding  accessibility  to  City  services  and  programs.  The 
Disability  Program  Unit  will  coordinate  handicap  accessibility  activities  of  Civil 
Service,  Department  of  Public  Works,  Department  of  Social  Services,  and 
nonprofit  agencies  contracting  with  the  City  for  Federal  funds.

Comment 

The  Budget  Analyst  has  noted  an  error  in  the  calculation  for  City 
Retirement  included  under  the  Fringe  Benefit  line  item.  The  amount  for  City 
Retirement  should  be  reduced  $2,379  from  $4,172  to  $1,793  to  reflect  that  the  Clerk 
Typist  is  the  only  listed  employee  eligible  for  the  City's  retirement  benefit. 
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Recommendation 


Reduce  the  proposed  recommended  allocation  of  $89,764  for  the  Disability 
Program  Unit  by  $2,379  as  described  in  the  Comment  above  and  approve  the 
reduced  amount  of  $87,385. 

Human  Rights  Commission  (HRC)  $139.447 

The  total  proposed  allocation  to  the  HRC  of  $139,447  is  $17,000  or  13.9  percent 
greater  than  the  $122,447  budgeted  in  1991.  The  proposed  allocation  will  represent 
approximately  7.9  percent  of  the  HRC's  total  budget  for  1991/92  of  $1,775,430.  In 
the  1992  CDBG  program,  MOHCD  is  recommending  funding  for  the  following 
HRC  programs: 

Housing  Counseling  $82.000 

This  program  will  receive  and  investigate  citizen  complaints  of  unfair 
housing  practices.  The  staff  will  provide  counseling  services  as  a  means  of 
preserving  existing  tenancies.  The  program  will  also  include  technical 
assistance  and  education  for  the  real  estate  industry,  property  owners, 
government  agencies  and  other  interested  people.  The  proposed  allocation  of 
$82,000  is  $17,000  or  26.2  percent  greater  than  the  $65,000  allocation  received  in 
both  1989  and  1990.  The  increase  is  the  result  of  a  greater  need  for  consultant 
services  to  provide  housing  discrimination  complaint  checking  services.  These 
include  discriminatory  rental  practices  in  violation  of  Section  12A  of  the  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code  and  related  Federal  regulations. 

Contract  Compliance  $57.447 

This  program  will  monitor  and  promote  minority/women  employees  and 
MBEAVBE  participation  in  MOHCD  funded  contracts  and  will  provide  affirmative 
action  information  to  Housing  Development  Corporations  (HDCs)  and  community 
groups.  As  of  January  1984,  HRC  has  also  monitored  new  residency 
requirements  as  authorized  under  Section  3  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  HUD 
regulations.  The  MOHCD  recommended  allocation  of  $57,447  is  the  same  as  the 
allocations  received  in  1990  and  1991. 

The  proposed  budget  for  the  Housing  Counseling  and  the  Contract

1.  The  Contract  Compliance  Officer  I  will  monitor  in  excess  of  80  major 
contracts  in  construction  and  service  for  compliance  with  legal  requirements  of 
State  and  local  legislation  relative  to  affirmative  action  in  public  contracts. 

2.  The  HRC  Representative  will  provide  staff  support  for  Fair  Housing, 
including  complaint  investigation,  mediation,  and  conciliation  of  housing 
disputes,  information  and  referral  where  appropriate. 

3.  The  contractual  services  will  provide  for  housing  discrimination 
complaint  checking  services  by  private  nonprofit  organizations.  These  would 
include  discriminatory  rental  practices  in  violation  of  Section  12A  of  the  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code  and  related  federal  regulations. 

4.  To  correct  a  calculation  error,  we  have  recomputed  the  proposed  cost  for 
the  filling  of  two  positions  and  the  related  fringe  benefits.  The  corrected  amounts 
are  as  follows: 


Recommendation 

Reduce  the  proposed  recommended  allocation  of  $139,447  for  the  Human 
Rights  Commission  by  $11,097  as  described  in  Comment  4  above  and  approve  the 
reduced  amount  of  $128,350. 


Indirect  Costs  and  Single  Audit  Cost- 100.000 

The  MOHCD  has  recommended  $100,000  from  the  1992  CDBG  funds  for 
indirect  costs  ($80,000)  and  the  CDBG  share  of  the  City's  Single  Audit  ($20,000)  to 
be  paid  to  the  General  Fund  as  reimbursement  for  the  costs  of  administering  the 
CDBG  program.  The  proposed  allocation  of  $100,000  is  $21,000,  or  26.6  percent 
greater  than  the  $79,000  allocation  received  in  1991. 

Comments 

1.  The  Indirect  Costs  allocation  of  $80,000  for  the  proposed  1992  CD 
Program  is  $20,000  greater  than  the  1991  CD  Program  allocation  of  $60,000. 
According  to  the  Controller's  latest  financial  record,  the  entire  $60,000  remains  as 
an  unpaid  balance  to  the  City  Treasury.  According  to  the  Controller,  such  funds 
should  be  periodically  transferred  to  the  City  so  that  any  interest  gained  from  the 
deposit  would  benefit  the  City.  If  payments  were  transferred  quarterly  to  the  City,

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based  on  the  $60,000  allocation  for  1991,  a  total  of  $45,000  would  be  currently 
earning  interest  for  the  City  rather  than  remaining  in  the  Federal  Government 
Treasury  and  not  financially  benefitting  the  City.  The  Controller's  Office  concurs 
that  MOHCD  should  transfer  the  CDBG  indirect  cost  from  the  Federal  Letter  of 
Credit  on  a  quarterly  basis.  We  have  advised  the  MOHCD  regarding  the 
Controller's  recommendation  to  periodically  transfer  a  portion  of  the  indirect  cost 
allocation  and  MOHCD  has  concurred  to  make  the  transfer  immediately. 

2.  The  $20,000  CDBG  share  of  the  Single  Audit  for  the  proposed  1992  CD 
Program  is  $1,000  greater  than  the  1991  CD  Program  allocation  of  $19,000. 

Recommendation 

Approve  the  proposed  request.  Also,  request  MOHCD  to  pay  indirect  cost  to 
the  City  on  a  quarterly  basis.

In  July  1991,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Community  Development  (MOCD)  and 
the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  (MOH)  consolidated  into  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Housing  and  Community  Development  (MOHCD).  This  combination  of  housing 
and  community  development  activities  and  services  returns  the  organizational 
structure  of  the  Mayor's  Office  to  that  of  a  decade  ago,  prior  to  the  combining  of 
housing  and  economic  development  programs  into  one  office  followed  later  with 
the  separating  of  housing,  community  development  and  economic  development 
into  three  separate  offices.  Although  the  MOCD  and  MOH  have  been  separated 
since  1983,  there  continued  to  exist  some  sharing  of  functions  such  as  one 
centralized  fiscal  unit  serving  both  offices  and  the  sharing  of  adjacent  office  space 
at  10  United  Nations  Plaza  and  formerly  at  100  Larkin  Street. 

The  MOHCD  Director  whose  title  was  recently  changed  from  Deputy  Mayor 
for  Housing  and  Neighborhoods  provides  general  direction  to  a  Director  of 
Community  Development  and  a  Housing  Programs  Administrator.  The  MOHCD 
is  responsible  for  overall  administration  of  the  CDBG  program,  developing  the 
Mayor's  annual  CD  program  goals,  plans  and  budget  allocations,  monitoring 
program  activities,  and  processing  supplemental  allocations  and  reallocations  of 
funds.  In  addition,  MOHCD  administers  the  Federal  Emergency  Shelter  Grant 
Program,  Dispute  Resolution  Program  and  contract  funds  to  MUNI  for  the 
removal  of  graffiti  from  public  transit  vehicles  and  also  supervises  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Child  Care  which  shares  space  with  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Children, 
Youth  and  Their  Families. 
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The  total  MOHCD  budget  includes  expenditures  of  both  administrative  and 
program  CDBG  funds.  This  is  because  the  MOHCD  obtained  HUD  approval  to 
allocate  some  of  their  administrative  expenses  to  program  categories  if  the  related 
MOHCD  positions  are  performing  tasks  in  support  of  program  activities.  The 
following  table  compares  the  proposed  1992  budget  of  the  MOHCD  with  the  total 
1991  combined  budgets  for  the  MOCD  and  MOH.  This  comparison  shows  a  net 
increase  of  $477,108  in  administrative  expenses.

For  1991,  the  MOCD  and  MOH  requested  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
approved  a  total  of  49.64  positions,  43.38  to  be  funded  under  administration  and 
6.26  under  program  support.  For  1992,  the  MOCD  is  requesting  a  total  of  49.5 
positions,  42.04  to  be  funded  with  administration  funds,  and  7.46  with  program 
funds. 


The  MOHCD  also  proposes  to  continue  full  and  partial  funding  of  certain 
administrative  salaries  for  positions  that  devote  a  portion  of  their  time  to  program 
support,  from  program  funds.  These  salaries,  fringe  benefits  and  overhead  costs 
for  the  Community  Housing  Rehabilitation  Program  (CHRP),  the  Family  Day 
Qare  Home  Rehabilitation  Program  (FDCP)  and  the  Public  Space  Improvement 
Program  (PSIP)  amount  to  $300,416  which  includes  a  $23,000  savings  contribution 
from  the  1990  PSIP  administrative  allocation.  These  are  distributed  as  follows:

In  addition,  MOHCD  provides  the  Disability  Program  Unit  (DPU)  a  total  of 
$100,131,  of  which  $10,367  are  savings  from  the  1990  DPU  administrative  budget. 

An  estimated  2%  salary  increase  (COLA)  for  6  months  in  1992  (July  1,  1992 
through  December  31,  1992)  has  been  included  in  the  proposed  budget  totalling 
$22,451,  and  $1,000  has  been  included  in  the  proposed  budget  for  word  processing 
professional  pay. 

Comments 

1.  MOHCD's  proposed  total  expenditures  for  1992  reflect  an  increase  of 
$477,108  or  22.6%  over  1991.  The  increase  is  attributed  to  both  the  consolidation  of 
two  offices  in  the  Mayor's  Office,  MOCD  and  MOH,  and  a  reduced  amount  of  other 
supporting  funds  which  supplement  the  total  1992  Community  Development  Block 
Grant  Program.  The  component  increases  are  as  follows: 

Labor  Costs  -  the  proposed  1992  budget  provides  100  percent 
funding  for  the  MOHCD  Director  which  is  a  30  percent  increase 
over  the  70  percent  apportionment  of  funds  for  the  Deputy  Mayor 
for  Housing  and  Neighborhoods  in  the  1991  budget.  $87,821 
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Supporting  Costs  -  proposed  substantial  cost  increases  (15  percent 
or  greater)  include  professional  services,  travel  and  conferences, 
subscriptions,  legal  advertising  and  rent.  27,276 

Equipment/Capital     and  Services  by  Other  Departments  - 
purchase  of  additional  data  processing  equipment.  8,425 

Transfers  from  Other  Revenue  Sources  -  Substantially  smaller 
contributions  from  overhead  attributed  to  Mortgage  Revenue  Bond 
Fees  and  the  deletion  of  the  Rental  Rehabilitation  Program.  200,646 

Current  and  Prior  Year  Salary  Savings  -  Prior  year  salary 

savings  were  underestimated.  152.940

2.  MOHCD  should  be  able  to  maintain  the  same  budget  for  travel  and 
attendance  at  conferences  for  the  proposed  program  year  as  approved  for  the 
current  year.  A  review  of  current  expenditures  indicates  a  remaining  balance  of 
$11,700.  Even  assuming  that  MOHCD  would  expend  the  remaining  $11,700  of 
funds  this  year,  the  budget  line  item  for  travel/conferences  should  be  reduced 
$3,500  from  $26,500  to  $23,000  to  equal  the  approved  amount  for  the  current  year. 

3.  Other  proposed  budgeted  amounts  for  overhead  items  with  more  than 
five  percent  increases  above  the  1991  CDBG  budget  amount  should  be  reduced  as 
follows:

4.  The  proposed  1992  CD  Program  identifies  several  other  revenues  which 
have  not  yet  been  appropriated  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  These  include 
$191,700  in  Mortgage  Revenue  Bond  Fees,  $32,000  in  Housing  Development  Fund 
grant  monies  and  $4,000  in  Nonprofit  Arts  Loan  Program.  The  Budget  Analyst 
has  brought  this  matter  to  the  attention  of  MOHCD  and  has  been  advised  that 
separate  legislation  would  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  MOHCD. 

5.  The  proposed  1992  CD  Program  also  identifies  $80,000  in  funds  from  the 
San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  (SFRA)  which  will  provide  for  one  position 
in  MOHCD.  That  position  is  Class  9776,  Supervising  Coummunity  Development 
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in  MOHCD.  That  position  is  Class  9776,  Supervising  Coummunity  Development 
Specialist  and  is  currently  funded  with  CDBG  funds.  It  is  intended  for  that 
position  to  monitor  CDBG  program  income  earned  by  the  SFRA.  As  these 
revenues  and/or  administrative  expenditures  are  not  identified  in  their  approved 
1991-92  budget,  SFRA  should  submit  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  a  budget 
amendment  which  identifies  this  new  adminstrative  activity  to  fund  a  staff 
position  in  the  MOHCD. 

6.  In  prior  years,  the  annual  submission  of  the  Community  Development 
Program  included  a  Housing  Assistance  Plan  (HAP),  the  City's  policy  document 
for  the  development  of  affordable  housing,  which  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
reviewed  and  approved  as  part  of  a  total  application  to  the  Federal  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  (HUD).  According  to  HUD,  a  Housing 
Assistance  Plan  has  been  replaced  by  a  Comprehensive  Housing  AfTordability 
Strategy  (CHAS)  and  is  to  be  submitted  to  HUD  30  days  prior  to  the  submission  of 
the  CD  Program  application.  As  such,  the  subject  legislation  should  be  amended 
to  delete  the  reference  to  the  HAP  since  this  plan  is  no  longer  required  by  HUD  for 
annual  submittal  with  the  CDBG  Program  application. 

7.  MOHCD  advises,  since  the  review  of  the  CHAS  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  is  optional,  MOHCD  has  not  submitted  the  CHAS  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  their  approval.  MOHCD  states  that  the  CHAS  is  not  official  City 
policy,  although  it  is  based  upon  current  policy  as  stated  in  the  Residence  Element 
of  the  Master  Plan.  However,  since  the  CHAS  is  to  be  considered  the  City's 
primary  housing  document  for  the  development  of  affordable  housing,  and  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  must  review  and  approve  funding  requests  based  on  the 
policies  and  project  proposals  enumerated  in  the  CHAS  which  are  estimated  to 
include  $1,002  million  in  various  funding  resources  over  the  next  five  years,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  should  also  have  the  opportunity  to  review  and  approve  the 
CHAS  itself. 

Recommendations 

1.  Reduce  the  proposed  net  administrative  budget  of  $2,167,919  for  the 
MOHCD  by  $11,230  ($3,500  for  travel/conferences  and  $7,730  as  identified  in 
Comments  2  and  3)  and  approve  the  reduced  amount  of  $2,156,689. 

2.  Require  MOHCD  to  submit  additional  legislation  to  appropriate  $227,700 
in  housing  funds  including  $191,700  in  Mortgage  Revenue  Bond  Fees,  $32,000  in 
Housing  Development  Fund  grant  monies  and  $4,000  in  Nonprofit  Arts  Loan 
Program  funds  as  identified  in  Comment  4. 

3.  Request  the  SFRA  to  submit  an  amendment  to  their  1991-92  budget 
which  identifies  the  increase  of  $80,000  in  administrative  costs  for  the  salary  and 
fringe  benefits  of  an  MOHCD  employee  to  monitor  CDBG  program  income  in  the 
SFRA  as  identified  in  Comment  5. 

4.  Amend  the  proposed  legislation  by  deleting  the  phrase  "and  Housing 
Assistance  Plan"  on  lines  1  and  2  as  identified  in  Comment  6. 
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5.  Require  MOHCD  to  submit  the  City's  Comprehensive  Housing 
Affordability  Strategy  (CHAS)  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  their  review  and 
approval  as  discussed  in  Comment  7. 


Department  of  CHtV  Planning  -  $26,000 

The  Department  of  City  Planning's  (DCP)  allocation  is  for  preparation  of 
environmental  impact  reports  and  other  required  reviews  of  the  Community 
Development  program  and  related  projects.  For  1992,  DCP  is  proposing  to  hire  a 
full-time  Planner  II  whose  job  will  be  dedicated  solely  to  performing  work  related 
to  the  Community  Development  Program.  This  change  is  based  on  several  factors 
as  follows: 

-  MOHCD  requests  faster  turnaround  in  reviewing  projects; 

-  Additional  work  is  required  to  review  projects  under  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Business  and  Economic  Development  (MOBED); 

-  Expanded  monitoring  is  required  for  projects  undertaken  by  the  San 
Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency: 

-  Increased  reporting  is  required,  including  hazardous  waste  site 
mapping,  added  concerns  of  the  State  Historic  Preservation  Office  and 
review  for  potential  effects  from  explosive  or  flammable  facilities. 

MOHCD  has  recommended  a  funding  level  of  $26,000  which  is  a  reduction  of 
$1,756  from  the  $27,756  proposed  originally  by  DCP.  According  to  Mr.  Bernhard 
Gunther  of  MOHCD,  this  reduction  is  based  on  the  1991  allocation  plus  an  amount 
for  inflation. 

Comment 

The  amount  budgeted  for  DCP  should  reflect  costs  associated  solely  with  the 
review  of  the  Community  Development  Program  and  exclude  other  program  such 
as  redevelopment  and  economic  development  activities  undertaken  by  the  San 
Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  and  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Business  and 
Economic  Development  (MOBED).  Based  on  an  analysis  of  actual  current  year 
expenditures  for  Community  Development  Program  activities  exclusively, 
annualized  and  adjusted  for  inflation,  a  proposed  annual  budget  of  $20,000  for  the 
requested  City  Planning  services  is  reasonable. 

Recommendation 

Reduce  the  proposed  request  of  $26,000  for  the  Department  of  City  Planning 
by  $6,000  as  described  in  the  comment  above  and  approve  the  reduced  amount  of 
$20,000. 
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Suhgrantee  Audits  ■  $100.000 

A  total  of  $100,000  is  proposed  to  subcontract  with  one  or  more  certified 
public  accounting  firms  to  conduct  financial  and  compliance  audits  of  CDBG- 
funded  nonprofit  organizations.  These  audits  would  be  done  to  comply  with  U.  S. 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  and  OMB  Circular  A-128  Single 
Audit  requirements.  Either  the  current  auditor  under  contract  or  a  new  request 
for  proposals  from  other  auditing  firms  will  be  solicited.  All  CDBG-funded 
administrative  agencies  funded  during  the  1991  CD  Program  will  be  subject  to 
Federal  audit  if  they  do  not  have  appropriate  independent  local  audits.  The  final 
needed  amount  for  these  audits  has  not  yet  been  determined. 

Recommendation 

Reserve  the  $100,000  allocation  for  subgrantee  audits  pending 
determination  of  the  final  amount  required  for  such  audits.

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A  brief  description  of  the  goals  and  projects  of  each  of  the  seven 
organizations  proposed  for  funding  in  1992  is  as  follows: 

Community  Board  Program  -  $13.000 

The  Community  Board  Program  would  carry  out  planning,  capacity- 
building  and  educational  materials  development  work  which  would  result  in 
protocols  and  working  relationships  with  the  Department  of  Social  Services'  (DSS) 
child  welfare  workers.  The  program  would  lead  to  community-based  mediation 
(involving  families  and  child  welfare  workers)  which  would  reduce  instances  of 
neglect  and  abuse.  Specifically,  the  funds  would  be  used  as  follows:  1)  to  develop 
an  advisory  committee  to  oversee  and  participate  in  the  planning/protocol 
development  work;  2)  to  research  and  compile  data  on  similar  efforts  in  other 
cities;  3)  to  develop  protocols  for  DSS  and  Community  Boards'  relationship  for 
child  protection  mediation  work;  4)  to  prepare  written  educational  materials  for 
DSS  staff  participation;  5)  to  develop  evaluation  methodologies;  6)  to  develop 
written  materials  for  educating  community  mediators  and  families  who  would 
use  services;  and  7)  to  assess  the  benefits  of  family  communication  skills  through 
mediation.  The  funds  would  be  used  for  staff,  contractual  services  and  office 
space.  The  contractor  has  not  yet  been  identified.  100  percent  of  the  proposed 
funding  for  the  Community  Board  Program  would  come  from  CDBG  funding. 

Recommendation 

Approval  of  funding  for  a  new  program  is  a  policy  decision. 


Community  Educational  Services  -  $15.000 

The  proposed  funds  for  Community  Educational  Services  would  be  used  to 
conduct  a  needs-assessment  of  youth  and  children's  services  in  the 
Chinatown/North  Beach  service  area,  and  make  recommendations  for  an  entirely 
new  operational  approach.  The  consensus  among  service  providers  is  that  while 
individual  agencies  provide  quality  services  for  their  specific  clientele,  they  may 
be  serving  the  same  individuals  on  different  service  levels,  or  may  even  be 
providing  the  same  kinds  of  services  to  similar  populations.  The  proposed  needs- 
assessment  study  would  be  completed  through  consultant  services.  The 
contractor  has  not  yet  been  identified.  50  percent  of  the  funding  for  this 
Community  Educational  Services  program  would  come  from  CDBG  funding. 

Recommendation 

Approval  of  funding  for  a  new  program  is  a  policy  decision. 
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Community  Outreach  &  Pre-Entemrise  Services  -  $12.000 


The  proposed  funds  would  be  used  to  enable  the  Self-Employment  and 
Enterprise  Development  (SEED)  Program  to  extend  its  services  to  public  housing 
facilities.  Specifically,  the  funds  would  be  used  as  follows:  1)  to  contract  with  the 
National  Law  Project  in  Berkeley.  Any  income  which  SEED  participants  receive 
would  reduce  the  other  income  which  SEED  participants  may  also  receive  from 
AFDC  payments,  rent  subsidies,  or  food  stamp  allocations  or  other  governmental 
transfer  payments.  The  National  Law  Project  in  Berkeley  would  provide  technical 
assistance  in  securing  waivers  for  SEED  participants,  so  other  income  from 
government  transfer  payments  is  not  reduced  during  the  initial  phase  of  the 
SEED  program;  2)  to  research  other  similar  projects;  3)  to  identify  local  activists 
and  leaders  in  public  housing  facilities  and  develop  a  network  of  support  for  the 
SEED  program;  4)  to  initiate  a  series  of  projects  and  activities  aimed  at  increasing 
the  visibility  of  the  SEED  project;  5)  to  develop  an  extensive  outreach  and 
recruitment  plan.  In  addition  to  the  contract  with  the  National  Law  Project, 
funds  would  be  used  to  hire  three  part-time  facilitators,  who  are  also  residents  of 
Public  Housing  Facilities  to  assist  with  implementing  the  program.  The 
contractual  services  for  both  the  National  Law  Project  and  the  part-time 
facilitators  would  be  funded  100  percent  through  CDBG  funds. 

Recommendation 

Approval  of  funding  for  a  new  program  is  a  policy  decision. 


Mission  Housing  Development  Corporation  -  $20.000 

In  1991,  the  Mission  Housing  Development  Corporation  received  $20,000  in 
CDBG  funding,  the  same  amount  which  the  MOHCD  is  recommending  for  1992. 
The  proposed  funds  would  be  used  to  support  Mission  Housing  Development 
Corporation's  (MHDC)  staff  assigned  to  the  Mayor's  Task  Force  on  the  Mission. 
The  efforts  of  the  Task  Force  are  to:  1)  increase  community  participation;  2) 
develop  an  overall  strategic  plan  for  the  revitalization  of  the  Mission  community; 
3)  continue  to  develop  a  database  of  residents  interested  in  assisting  in  the 
revitalization  efforts,  and  4)  provide  leadership  and  skill  training  to  committee 
members  as  needed.  The  Mission  Housing  Development  Corporation  would 
provide  quarterly  reports  to  the  Mayor.  The  Mission  Housing  Development 
Corporation's  staff  assigned  to  the  Mayor's  Task  Force  would  only  spend 
approximately  30  percent  of  their  time  on  the  Mayor's  Task  Force  on  the  Mission. 
100  percent  of  MHDC  staff  salaries'  for  their  time  spent  on  the  Mayor's  Task  Force 
on  the  Mission  project  would  come  from  CDBG  funds. 

Recommendation 

Approve  the  proposed  funding  as  recommended  by  the  MOHCD. 
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South  of  Market  Problem  Solving  Council  -  $24.000 


The  proposed  funds  would  be  used  to  lead  planning,  advocacy,  community 
development  and  organizing  activities  for  low  and  middle  income  residents  in  the 
South  of  Market  area.  Specifically,  the  funds  would  be  used  to  support  South  of 
Market  Problem  Solving  Council  (SOMPSC)  staff  in  order  to  1)  to  establish  a 
community-based  Youth  Services  Task  Force;  2)  to  conduct  eight  monthly 
community  forums,  each  focused  on  specific  youth  issues,  3)  to  conduct  two 
workshops  for  service  providers  to  develop  youth  program  alternatives;  4)  to 
conduct  six  focus  groups  on  overall  proposed  program  concepts;  5)  to  formulate  an 
action  plan,  feasibility  study  and  present  it  at  a  community  meeting  based  upon 
the  findings  of  the  Youth  Services  Task  Force;  6)  to  present  a  final  action  plan  and 
feasibility  study  for  youth  programs  in  the  South  of  Market  Area  based  upon  the 
findings  of  the  Youth  Services  Task  Force.  25  percent  of  funds  for  SOMPSC  staff 
would  come  from  CDBG  funds. 

Recommendation 

Approval  of  funding  for  a  new  program  is  a  policy  decision. 


Technical  Assistance  for  Nonprofits  -  $25.000 

The  proposed  CDBG  funds,  of  $25,000,  represents  the  same  amount  as  the 
1991  allocation  for  technical  assistance  for  nonprofits.  The  funds  would  be  used  to 
provide  workshops  and  consultation  services  to  nonprofit  agencies.  The  purpose  of 
the  workshops  and  consultations  would  be  to  strengthen  the  capacity  of  nonprofit 
agencies  to  provide  services  to  low  and  moderate  income  persons.  These  services 
are  provided  throughout  the  year  by  consultants.  The  MOHCD  reports  that  of  the 
$25,000  set  aside  in  1991  for  Technical  Assistance  for  Nonprofits,  $15,000  remains. 
Of  this  amount,  $1,000  is  planned  for  economic  development  technical  assistance 
for  the  Mission  Cultural  Center.  Given  that  $14,000  remains  from  1991  Technical 
Assistance  pool  funds,  the  proposed  1992  request  of  $25,000  should  be  similarly 
reduced  by  $14,000  to  $11,000. 

Recommendation 

Reduce  the  requested  amount  by  $14,000  from  $25,000  to  $11,000  to  reflect  the 
carryforward  of  an  existing  $11,000  from  1991  into  the  next  year. 
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Urban  Economic  Development  Corporation  -  $12.000 


The  proposed  funds  would  be  used  to  determine  the  feasibility  of  developing 
a  neighborhood  based,  multi-purpose,  business  center/incubator  in  the  Bayview 
Hunter's  Point  area.  The  project  would  involve  the  collaborative  efforts  of  the 
Urban  Economic  Development  Corporation  (UEDC),  the  New  Bayview  Committee, 
the  SEED  Agencies  and  a  consultant.  The  project  would  be  designed  and 
implemented  to  assist  women  and  minority-owned  construction  contractors  as 
well  as  new  entrepreneurs,  including  residents  of  public  housing  in  the  stable 
development  and  growth  of  their  businesses.  Activities  would  include  1)  the 
design  and  implementation  of  a  feasibility  study  for  neighborhood  based  multi- 
purpose, business  centers  on  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  neighborhood;  2) 
identification  of  the  specific  needs  of  women  and  minority  construction 
contractors;  3)  identification  of  the  potential  sights,  and  programmatic  and 
executive  structures  for  business  centers.  As  noted  above,  this  project  would  be  a 
collaborative  effort  between  the  UEDC,  the  New  Bayview  Committee,  the  SEED 
agencies  and  a  consultant,  which  has  yet  to  be  determined.  The  consultant  would 
be  funded  100  percent  through  CDBG  funds. 

Recommendation 

Approval  of  funding  for  a  new  program  is  a  policy  decision. 
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SECTTON  XV  -  HOMELESS  ASSISTANCE  PROGRAM  POOT,  -  $500.000 


In  the  1992  CDBG  budget,  the  MOHCD  is  recommending  $500,000  to  be 
allocated  for  the  Homeless  Assistance  Program  Pool.  Funds  would  be  used  for  the 
development  of  a  drop-in  center  for  homeless  persons  with  substance  abuse 
problems.  The  drop-in  center  would  be  operated  by  a  non-profit  organization, 
Chemical  Awareness  and  Treatment  Services,  under  a  separate  contract  with  the 
Department  of  Public  Health.  The  drop-in  center  would  provide  short-term  refuge 
and  assist  homeless  people  with  alcohol  and/or  drug  problems. 

The  MOHCD  reports  that  the  site  for  the  proposed  drop-in  center  would  be 
selected  by  January  1992.  Although  the  proposed  site  has  not  yet  been  selected,  it 
will  consist  of  approximately  9,000  square  feet.  The  $500,000  recommended  by  the 
MOHCD  for  the  Homeless  Assistance  Program  Pool  would  be  used  for  renovation 
costs  for  the  drop-in  center.  The  contractor  has  not  yet  been  identified. 

In  1991,  $500,000  was  also  allocated  for  Homeless  Assistance.  The  MOHCD 
reports  that  $300,000  of  the  1991  funds  has  already  been  allocated  for  design  and 
public  services  as  follows: 

Asian  Neighborhood  Design 

Design  of  Multi-Service  Center  and  Alcohol 

Drop-In  Center  $210,000 
Drop-in  Center  Space  Rental  operated  by 

Chemical  Awareness  and  Treatment  Services  (CATS)  90,000

The  remaining  $200,000  of  the  $500,000  allocated  in  1991  will  be  used  for 
renovation  costs  during  1992.  Therefore,  a  total  of  $700,000  would  be  available  for 
renovation  costs  for  the  Drop-In  Center  during  1992. 

Recommendation 

1.  Reserve  the  proposed  $500,000  in  funds  pending  the  selection  of  a  site  for 
the  drop-in  center  and  more  precise  renovation  cost  estimates. 

2.  Approval  of  the  proposed  use  of  funds  is  a  policy  matter  for  the  Board  of 
Supervisors. 
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SECTTON  XVI  -  DTSABTTTTY  ACCESS  UPGRADE  PROGRAM  FOOT.  -  &500.000 

In  the  1992  CDBG  budget,  the  MOHCD  is  recommending  $500,000  to  be 
allocated  for  the  Disability  Access  Upgrade  Program  Pool.  Specifically,  the  funds 
would  be  used  as  follows: 


The  MOHCD  reports  that  the  $250,000  which  would  be  set  aside  for  facility 
access  rehabilitation  costs  would  include  funds  to  supplement  facility 
rehabilitation  projects  to  correct  additional  accessibility  problems.  Grants  for 
accessibility-specific  rehabilitation  would  be  awarded  to  nonprofit  organizations 
currently  receiving  CDBG  funds  to  comply  with  Title  24  and  the  new  Americans 
With  Disabilities  Act  (ADA)  standards. 

The  MOHCD  reports  that  the  $100,000  budgeted  for  the  Independent  Living 
Resource  Center  (ILRC)  would  be  used  for  training  and  other  services  related  to 
improving  the  program  access  aspects  of  San  Francisco's  CDBG  Program  for 
people  with  disabilities.  Included  in  the  services  which  ILRC  would  provide 
would  be  surveys  of  newly  funded  service  providers  to  determine  their  degree  of 
accessibility;  workshops  for  staff  of  CDBG-funded  agencies  to  educate  them 
regarding  program  accessibility  requirements  of  Section  504  and  ADA;  assisting 
with  preparation  of  required  transition  plans  for  San  Francisco's  CDBG-funded 
programs,  and  other  services  related  to  accessibility,  such  as  technical  assistance 
of  individual  CDBG  projects  regarding  ways  to  improve  accessibility,  where  to 
obtain  translation  services  for  the  hearing  impaired  and  preparation  of 
informational  materials  in  alternative  formats. 

The  MOHCD  reports  that  the  $150,000  budgeted  for  the  physical 
rehabilitation  program  would  include  funds  set  aside  specifically  for 
rehabilitation  of  facilities  of  CDBG-funded  administrative  service  projects 
(housing  programs,  public  service  providers)  which  are  determined  to  be  in  need 
of  access-related  rehabilitation  as  a  result  of  surveys  completed  by  ILRC  on  these 
projects. 

In  1991,  a  total  of  $400,000  was  allocated  to  the  Disability  Access  Upgrade 
Program  Pool.  Mr.  Bernhard  Gunther  of  the  MOHCD  reports  that  approximately 
$114,700  would  be  expended  by  the  end  of  December,  1991  on  the  Independent 
Living  Resource  Center  (ILRC)  for  program  aspects  of  the  ADA,  and  on  the  Rose 
Resnick  Center  and  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  for  facility  rehabilitation.  Mr.  Gunther 
indicates  that  the  remaining  $285,300  would  be  used  in  1992  because  ADA 
standards  become  effective  in  1992.  Under  these  circumstances,  a  total  of  $785,300 
($285,300  carryforward  funds  and  $500,000  proposed  funds)  would  be  available  in 
1992.  None  of  the  $285,300  of  carryforward  funds  is  currently  on  reserve.

Note:  The  U.  S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  (HUD) 
requires  the  allocation  of  anticipated  program  income  with  the  submission  of  an 
annual  application  for  CDBG  funds.  As  reported  to  HUD  on  March  29,  1991,  in 
their  last  annual  program  and  financial  statement  (Grantee  Performance  Report 
or  GPR),  MOHCD  reported  the  receipt  of  $7,131,086  in  program  income  during 
1990  to  be  expended  for  eligible  CDBG  activities.  That  program  income  was 
reported  by  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  to  come  from  land  sales,  rental 
income,  interest,  etc.  for  the  expenditure  of  CDBG  related  activities.  Other  major 
sources  of  program  income  were  reported  from  the  Community  Housing 
Rehabilitation  Loan  Program,  Hardship  Loan  repayments  from  the 
Rehabilitation  Assistance  Program  (RAP),  and  the  Economic  Development  Local 
Injection  Revolving  Loan  Fund. 

San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  -  $23ff73,QW 

The  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  (SFRA)  anticipates  the  receipt  of 
$24,473,000  in  program  income  revenues  in  1992  which  are  related  to  prior  year 
CDBG  appropriations.  Of  this  amount,  a  total  of  $500,000  will  be  contributed  to  the 
Community  Housing  Rehabilitation  Program  (CHRP)  leaving  a  net  amount  for 
the  SFRA  of  $23,973,000.  The  SFRA  would  derive  its  program  income  from  the 
following  resources: 


MOHCD  has  requested  $24,473,000  in  anticipated  CDBG  program  income 
from  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  to  fund  the  CHRP  ($500,000)  and 
the  continuation  of  redevelopment  activities  in  1992  ($23,973,000).  The  $24,473,000 
would  be  distributed  among  existing  projects  as  follows:

The  following  is  a  brief  description  of  the  proposed  use  of  the  anticipated 
program  income: 

Urban  Renewal:  $16,840,000 


The  Agency  is  earmarking  $240,000  for  streetscape  beautiflcation  in  the  South  of 
Market  redevelopment  project  area.  In  addition,  the  Agency  is  proposing  to  use 
$16.6  million  towards  public  improvements  in  the  Yerba  Buena  project  area 
which  includes  construction  of  cultural  facilities,  theater  and  visual  arts 
building. 

Economic  Development:  $5,628,000 

The  SFRA's  new  economic  development  plan  consists  of  $2  million  for  a  economic 
development  program  for  Chinatown  and  a  $2.4  million  business  loan  program 
for  Hunters  Point.  The  remaining  $1.2  million  in  economic  development  funds 
for  FY  1991-92  will  be  used  for  a  variety  of  activities  that  include:  assistance  to 
minority-owned  businesses;  establishing  job  training  and  employment  services; 
and  promoting  community-based  economic  development  corporations  to  assist  in 
economic  development  projects. 
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Planning  Activities: 


$270,000 


Although  not  designated  as  a  survey  area,  the  Agency  intends  to  fund  two  on- 
going planning  activities  in  the  South  Bayshore  area  for  FY  1991-92. 


CRS  will  provide  rehousing  assistance  to  an  estimated  625  displaced  households, 
administer  payments  through  the  Special  Temporary  Relocation  Assistance 
Program  (STRAP),  and  coordinate  services  with  various  other  agencies.  CRS  will 
also  coordinate  up  to  80  inspections  of  replacement  housing  by  the  Bureau  of 
Building  Inspection  to  assure  that  housing  referrals  are  to  standard  units. 

Administration  and  Overhead:  $91 1,000 

Pro-rated  charges  for  personnel  and  related  administrative  costs  to  implement 
the  community  development  related  work  program. 


The  SFRA  would  not  be  allocated  any  of  the  City's  estimated  1992 
Community  Development  Block  Grant  funds.  Instead,  as  previously  noted,  the 
SFRA  would  transfer  $500,000  to  the  total  amount  of  $20,093,535  identified  in  this 
legislation  to  supplement  the  CHRP  from  anticipated  program  income.  Under 
these  circumstances  the  subject  legislation  should  be  amended  by  adding  on  lines 
6  and  20  the  phrase  "and  program  income  from  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment 
Agency"  after  the  phrase  "Community  Development  Programs"  to  identify  all 
funding  components  to  the  total  $20,093,535  identified  in  this  legislation. 

Recommendations 

1.  Approve  the  SFRA  program  income  funding  as  proposed. 

2.  Amend  the  proposed  legislation  on  lines  6  and  20  by  adding  the  phrase 
"and  program  income  from  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency"  after  the 
phrase  "Community  Development  Programs"  as  identified  in  the  Comment  above.
